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Great Grit split: Two out, one wavers

The five-MLA B.C. Liberal 
party split apart Friday with 
the official resignation of 
Ml^As Pat McGeer (Vancou- 
ver-Point C.reyi and Allan 
Williams (West Vancouver- 
Hovve Sound). 

\ third resignation, ihal of 
Ml.A Garde Gftrdom iVan- 


eouver-Point Greyi could 
come within the ne.\t week 

Liberal leader David Ander¬ 
son announced the resigna¬ 
tions Friday afternoon “with 
regret" but also w-ith obvious 
relief. 

McGeer and Williams will 
continue to sit in the legisla¬ 
ture as independents. Wil¬ 
liams has completely severed 
his tips with Anderson, resign¬ 


ing no! only from the caucus 
but also from the Liberal 
party. McGeer. as of Friday, 
had resigned from the caucus 
only, but is expected to follow 
Williams out of the party 
within the next Tew days. 

The rifl between Anderson 
and his two caucus members 
had existed for more than a 
year, with McGeer and Wil¬ 
liams advocating a united 


party of die right to unseat 
the NDP government. 

Last fall both men were 
publicly rebuked by a party 
conference for their views. A 
week ago the issue again 
flared into the open with An¬ 
derson accusing McGeer and 
Williams of being disloyal. 

Following that confront a 
tion, Anderson. McGeer and 
Williams agreed In lei the 


May 23-25 Liberal policy con¬ 
vention in Richmond lie the 
final arbiter as to which way 
the Liberal party should 
move. 

Friday's surprise resigna¬ 
tions changed that and left 
the policy conference with lit¬ 
tle to do other than support 
Anderson’s leadership. 

Williams said in his letter of 
resignation that Anderson’s 


leadership had become an 
issue during the intraparty 
dispute on the need for a uni¬ 
fied free enterprise party. 

He said he and Anderson 
both realize the need to pro¬ 
vide a viable alternative to 
the NDP government but dis¬ 
agree on the means: Ander¬ 
son seeing the Liberal party 
as the only alternative while 
Williams sees a 'need for » 


stronger, more diversified 
grouping capable of embrac¬ 
ing the view's of a much wider 
constituency . . ." 

McGeer. who was party 
leader from 1968 to 1972,'said 
the "present stalemate be¬ 
tween free enterprise parties 
is not serving the needs of the 
province" and those needs 
must be put ahead of "normal 
party politics." 


Anderson said he was not 
surprised by the resignations 
hut he regretted the two 
MLAs had not waited and pul 
their views before the Rich- 
m o n d policy conference, 
which he predicted would 
back his views on the unity 
issue.

GEN KVA (CP i Sugges¬ 
tions for 200-mile economic 
rones, environmental protec¬ 
tion and ownership of under¬ 
sea minerals included in three 
negotiating texts produced by 
the United Nations Law of the 
Sea conference are mainly fa¬ 
vorable to Canada, a Canadi¬ 
an diplomat said Friday. 

"Canada has a lot to be 
happy about," Alan Bees ley, 
chief Canadian negotiator 
said in wi interview shortly 
after the eight-week confer¬ 
ence ended. 

The texts, dialled by the 
conference’s three mam com¬ 
mittees during the last week, 
are intended to serve as a 
basis for negotiations on a 
global treaty for the use and 
protection of the oceans. 

The conference will begin 
debating the texts when a new 
night-week session begins 
March 29 in New York. The 
outcome of the New York dis¬ 
cussions will be used by a 
treaty-drafting committee 
under the chairmanship of 
Beesle.v to write the first ver¬ 
sion of a worldwide agree¬ 
ment. 

The text dealing with coast¬ 
al seas and continental 
shelves says economic zones 
should not extend more than 
200 miles from hcadland-to- 
headland baselines.

Old age 
pension 
up $2.34

OTTAWA Monthly old 
age security payments will he 
increased by $2.34 in July, the 
new consumer price index in¬ 
dicates. 

Old age security, the basic 
flat-rate pension for 1.9 mil¬ 
lion people over 65. is one of 
four federal welfare benefilv 
indexed to provide higher 
payments as the consumer 
price index rises. 

Old age security and 
guaranteed income supple¬ 
ments for needier pensioners 
are adjusted quarterly. Cana¬ 
da Pension Plan and family 
allowance payments are ad¬ 
justed annually. 

Meanwhile, higher food and 
transportation costs helped 
push the consumer price 
index up 0.5 per cent in April 
but this year's trend so far 
has been towards smaller 
monthly increases. Statistics 
Canada said Friday. 

In the L2-month period end¬ 
ing in April, the consumer 
price index has risen 11.1 per 
• ent. Goods and services 
which cost Canadians $178.90 
m March cost $179 80 last 
month.

TV crew films invasion 
of former Nazi’s home 


SCHLESWIG, Germany tUPlt—cieven 
Belgians whose parents died in Hitler’s exter¬ 
mination camps broke into the home of Ernst 
Khlers. a wartime Nazi Gestapo comman¬ 
dant in Belgium, and smashed furniture and 
other pcwsessions Friday while a Belgian 
television crew filmed their raid. 

Police said law enforcement officers 
arrested the seven intruders and the four- 
man television team from Brussels. 

Police said Ehlers, 65, who lives on a pen¬ 
sion, w r as not at home when the incident oc¬ 
curred. 

A spokesman for Belgian television said his 
organization sent a team to this North Ger¬ 
man town on invitation of Nazi hunter Beale 
Klarsfeld. 

Mrs. Klarseld. 36, who came lo prominence 


seven years ago when she slapped former 
chancellor Kurt-Georg Kiesinger at a West 
Berlin rally to protest his wartime mem¬ 
bership in. the Nazi party, told newsmen she 
watched the demonstration but had no active 
pari in it. 

Mrs. Klarsfeld was sentenced by a Co¬ 
logne court to two months in jail last July for 
attempting to kidnap the former Nazi securi¬ 
ty chief of Paris. She said the young men 
hung a poster from a window of Ehler’s 
home reading "Convict SS Criminal Ehlers 
Who Is Responsible for the Deaths of 25.000 
Belgian Jews." 

The Kiel prosecutors' office in March 
charged Ehlers with complicity in the 
murder of at least 12,000 Belgian Jews whom 
he allegedly rounded up and sent tr> concen¬ 
tration camps.

VIENTIANE (AP) Five pro-United States 
cabinet ministers were reported Friday lo have re¬ 
signed from I he Laotian coalition government in a 
move thal might open the way to a communist take¬ 


over. 

An order by Premier Soii- 
vanna Phouma forbidding 
right-wing forces to fight 
Pathel Lao forces has 
prompted many Laotians lo 
see their country as another 
domino about to fall to com¬ 
munism. 

The resignations were re¬ 
port e d by highly-placed 
sources amid mounting 
protest against United States 
policies and following commu¬ 
nist victories in Vietnam and 
Cambodia. There was no of¬ 
ficial confirmation. 

The report came after stu¬ 
dents. demonstrating against 
high prices and foreign eoo- 
nomie influence, threw rocks 
al the U.S. Embassy and tried 
to haul down the U.S. flag. A 
U.S. marine seized the flag 
and government police drove 
the studens from the embassy 
compound 

The ministers resigning 
from the government would 
almost eliminate fhe right- 
wing faction, which along 
with neutralists and the Path¬ 
el l<ao make up the govern¬ 
ment under Souvanna Phou- 
ma. 

Laos, with a population of 
jusL more than three million 
and an area of 91,400 square 
miles, has for years boon torn 
by conflict between the Com¬ 
munist-led Pathet Lao and the 
right-wing faction. A ceasefire 
permitted formation of the co¬ 
alition regime a year ago.

Text of Allan Williams’ letter of resignation 
to party leader David Anderson: 

’ Dear David: I know that the events of 
these past several days have been as 
distressing to you as they are to me. As I 
told you on May 6. prior to my public state¬ 
ment on that day. 11 was my belief that the 
difference in our point of view had created a 
situation which was undesirable for both of 
us and the Liberal Party, and that it was my 
wish to de-csealate the controversy by my 
Opposed action which I described to you. I 
hoped in that way lo improve the climate, as 
much as ! was able, in which the delegates 
a l the forthcoming Policy Conference would 
hr considering isayes coming before them. Ity 
t« obvious now that this has not been the 
rase. Instead the question of your leadership 
has been drawn into the controversy. a 
result. and an issue, which I sincerely regret 
and deplore. 

“It is clear to me thal this situation must 
hr rectified and that the only appropriate 
way requires action on my pari Accordingly 
I hereby resign from the Liberal caucus and 
surrender my membership in the Liberal 
Party in British Columbia. 

In so doing let me assure you that in no 
way imply any disrespect for you or the 
manner in which you have fulfilled your re¬ 
sponsibilities as a Member of the legislature 
and as Leader. On the contrary. I hold you in 
high regard; both for your conduct in public 
affairs, and for Ihe private consideration you 
have accorded me. 

’ Since the fall of 1972 we have hoth recog¬ 
nized. with increasing concern, the need to 
provide an effective alternative to the NDP 


1 Government in this Province. 'Pen months 
ago, after much careful consideration. 1 
l'eached the conclusion thal the attainment of 
such an objective required the realignment of 
the free-enterprise political parties in British 
Columbia, and I publicly espoused the view 
that ''unity" was the means by which such 
objective could be realized. On this subject 
we disagreed and, at your request, 1 adjusted 
my position in order that you might have the 
fullest opportunity of establishing your*. 
Nonetheless. I am certain that my silence on 
the subject has not left you In any doubi 
that I have continued to told die same view 

“It is now apparent to me that the need 
for a free enterprise grouping capable of 
replacing the present Government is no 
longer merely desirable. It Is an absolute 
necessity. Consequently, I must be free to 
speak and act in such manner as will contrib¬ 
ute to the rea^zation of my belief, without. I 
would hooe, causing you embarrassment or 
distress. An independent status is clearly in¬ 
dicated. 

“In my judgment your ahns for govern¬ 
ment in British Columbia are not at variance 
with mine: we differ only in the means by 
which they might best be achieved. You see 
Hie liberal Party as ihe vehicle for such en¬ 
deavour; I recognize a need for a stronger 
more diversified grouping capable of em¬ 
bracing the views of a much wider constitu¬ 
ency hut without the constraints that accom¬ 
pany a national commitment. 

“Perhaps we can hoth succeed, if not. 
since the result of your success will not he 
markedly different than that of mine. I wish 
you the best that, luck and diligent effort can 
bring." 


I shall be carefully and con¬ 
scientiously assessing what 
steps I shall have to take to 
best enhance the return to « 
free, competitive, enterprise 
government." 

Gardom said it was obvious 
that the people of B.C. wanted 
a return to free enterprise. 
'Those people must he 
served," he said. 

Social Credit Leader Wil¬ 
liam Bennett declined com¬ 
ment on the Liberal defec¬ 
tions. 

Scott Wallace, leader of the 
Conservative party, said he 
had great respect for both 
McGeer and Williams. “They 
would both be welcomed by 
the Conservative party if they 
should decide to move with us 
instead of the rag and bob-tail 
Social Credit group," he said. 

Wallace was elected on the 
Social Credil ticket but 
crossed the floor after a 
series of altercations with 
formpr premier W. A. C. Ben- 
neti.

Text of Pat McGeer * letter of resignation 
to Anderson: 

Pear David: It is with extreme regret 
that T tender my resignation as a member of 
the B.C. Liberal caucus. I continue to value 
you as a friend and to have a high regard for 
you as an MLA. 

“Although I respect your right as leader 
of the Tjberal party to choose a path unim¬ 
peded by dissenting opinions in the caucus, I 
believe the present stalemate between free 
enterprise parties is not serving thp needs of 
the province. 

' "'Die election of an NDP government in 
1972 drastically changed political roles. 'Ihe 
performance of the NDP in office, which has 


hecn characterized by financial waste and 
<munter-produrtive legislation, requires that 
people put the overall good of the province 
ahead of normal party politics.

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Oil protesting 


|T WOULD BE GRATIFYING to think that public 
l opposition to heavy tanker traffic through B.C.- 
Washington waters is behind the decision of Stan¬ 
dard Oil Company of Ohio to ship its share of 
Alaska crude to California. Although not unexpect¬ 
ed, the announcement of the Los Angeles choice of 
terminus is welcome. 

It means that half the initial flow of 1.2 mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil a day through the North Slope 
pipeline for shipment from Valdez will be kept 
away from our shores, thus reducing the threat of 
spills to a worthwhile degree, 

But, from a cynical leview of the issue it is un-

When Standard Oil (Ohio) made it known last 
month that it still hadn’t made up its mind on 
where it would dock its tankers from the north, the 
question was discussed of how delivery would be 
completed to its mid-west sales area. 

A dollars-and-cents indication was given tha I 
California would be chosen. 

Offloading in northern Washington would 
mean the building of a 1,000-mile pipeline to 
Wyoming for connection with an existing pipeline 
system completing the flow to market, and the cost 
would be somewhere in the area of $1 billion. In 
California it would mean only 350 miles of new 
pipeline construction to an existing gas line easily 
convertible to carrying oil. 

Admittedly, the company raised the question 
of environmental damage, saying that "if there are 
serious public objections” over tankers using the 
inside waters between Vancouver Island and Wash¬ 
ington, “we might well go elsewhere.” But it. would 
be elsewhere on Washington’s shores, which might 
make the opting for California somewhat surpris¬ 
ing except for the pipeline requirements. 

If the plan wasn’t cut and dried, it is now, and, 
as already stated, there is reason for jubilation 
whether or not public response had anything to do 
with it. 

Not so in the Shell Oil Company announce¬ 
ment that comes at the same time, though. The in¬ 
tended construction of an off-shore unloading facili¬ 
ty near Anacortes for its big ships cannot be hailed 
with enthusiasm. Even in confined waters the 
dangers of a pipeline on the sea-bed are great. 

And even though protesting of the plan would 
be an exercise in futility as the mayor of Victoria 
suggests, objections should be made from every of¬ 
ficial quarter for future oil-damage reference. 


Harbor development 


N EARLY TWO YEARS have gone by since Van¬ 
couver architect Arthur Erickson provided 
Victoria city council with a plan for the transfor¬ 
mation of the Inner Harbor. Among his proposals 
was the suggestion that the Ocean Cement proper¬ 
ty, bought by the city with senior-government as¬ 
sistance and intended to be a park, should be devel¬ 
oped instead with medium-density commerce: spe¬ 
cialty shops fronting on outdoor promenades and 
malls. 

At the time, then-alderman Percy Frampton 
was opposing the CIL hotel and apartment project 
at Laurel Point, which is now becoming a reality. 
His objection was that it would be another 100 
years before Victoria would have any opportunity 
to secure the Laurel Point property for public use 
as a park and a harbor adornment. The same, we 
suggested then in applauding a cautious approach 
by the civic authorities in dealing with the Erick¬ 
son plan, applied to the Ocean Cement land. 


Last July, Rod Clack of the National Capital 
Commission, and former city planner, recommend¬ 
ed Inner Harbor guidelines to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, He would have had low profile buildings 
stepping up from the water along Wharf Street, 
which would be closed; pedestrian promenades and 
galleries, and 20 per cent of the land as open space. 
He was opposed to any convention or conference 
centre in the waterfront area. 

Still from time to time there have been alder- 
manic notions that the Ocean Cement site should 
be devoted to more utilitarian purpose than a park. 
The latest proposal is that a new central library be 
built there, perhaps with an underground parking 
structure too. 

One objection is that the location fs not easily 
reached. But another, as before, is that if a mistake 
is made, It is made for a century or so. Caution is 
still in order.

Wildlife protection coming slowly 


The Washington Convention, 
designed to regulate interna¬ 
tional trade in wild creatures 
and plants, has at last been 
ratified by the required mini¬ 
mum number of 10 countries 
and will come into force on 
July 1. 

It has been a long time 
coming. The conference on 
• Conservation of Naure and 
Natural Resources in Modem 
\frican States ( Arusha, Tan¬ 
zania, 1961) started it on its 
may as a sort of anti-poaclung 
treaty. 

The International Union for 
l he Coaservation of Nature 
and Natural Resources 
i tUCN), the world’s top orga¬ 
nization of conservation scien¬ 
tists who have consultative 
status with the United Na¬ 
tions, adopted the idea in 
'1963. Ten years, three drafts 
and numerous consultations 
later a version of it was ac¬ 
cepted by consensus of 80 na¬ 
tions who spent three weeks 
negotiating it in Washington. 

On March 2, 1973. it 

emerged as the Convention on. 
International Trade in Endan¬ 
gered Species of Wild Fauna 
and Flora — The Washington 
Convention no more a 
treaty, just a diplomatic 
agreement, without any teeth 
of its own.

H has been signed by 58 of 
the 80 countries winch were at 
the Washington talks. The sig¬ 
natories Indicated, as IUCN 
puts it:, "their intention 1o ad¬ 
here to it when domestic and 
other formalities have been 
completed."

So. what docs the conven¬ 
tion hope to do? F. Wayne 
King, of the New York Zoolog¬ 
ical Society, has a one-sen¬ 
tence definition which tells 
all: “The convention ... 
should yield the first co-or¬ 
dinated world-wide system of 
national legislation designed 
to eliminate trade as a threat, 
to the survival of wild crea¬ 
tures.” 

The World Wildlife Fund 
(WWF), lUCN’s financial 
twin, and other conservation 
bodies argue, like Wayne 
King, that national and local 
legislation and regulations arc 
adequate to protect the wild 
specie* * if only the powerful 
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forces of International hade 
can be contained. 

For example, WWF on 
poaching: "A great deal of 
poaching today is commer¬ 
cial, from deer poaching in 
Europe and North America to 
ivory and skin poaching in 
South America. Africa and 
Asia. 

"In developing countries 
local people are tempted by 
what to them are high finan¬ 
cial rewards to ravage their 
national heritages for the ben¬ 
efit of traders in the devel- 
tiped world who supply unnec¬ 
essary luxury markets." 

The volume ot trade In liv¬ 
ing creatures is staggering. 
One small Aslan country, for 
example, exported by air 
alone in 1971, Hie last year 
for which figures are avail¬ 
able, 204.581 birds, 62,132 rep¬ 
tiles and 17,776 mammals. 
These figures are for author¬ 
ized exports only.

In Ian ihe trade in live ani¬ 
mals fewer than 1 per cent 
destined for zoos and 
aquariums, a much larger 
number for scientific research 
and the majority due for a 
short, usually sad, life as 
domestic pets — adds up to 
less than one tenth of the vol¬ 
ume of trade in bits and 
pieces of dead creatures, like 
furs, feathers, flesh, hides 
and a host of products. 

The World Wildlife Fund 
says lhere are 276 mammal*. 
315 birds, 186 amphibians and 
reptiles, 90 freshwater fish 
and 20,000 plants now in 
danger of extinction. Not all 
of them are threatened by 
trade, but too many are — 
particularly the rarer of all 
the categories. 

The Washington Convention 
seeks to control this’ trade In 
both dead and live animal* a* 


well a* their recognizable 
parts and derivatives. It pro¬ 
vides two appendixes under 
one or other of which any spe¬ 
cies, subspecies or geographi¬ 
cally separate population of 
wildlife can be Ksted. 

Coming under Appendix 1 
will be the immediately en¬ 
dangered ones, and those logi¬ 
cally next on the list to be 
commercially exploited to ex¬ 
tinction. Some 370 species are 
already on this list and others 
will no doubt .join them. They 
are subject lo particularly 
strict controls. 
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They will not be allowed lo 
be moved, dead or alive, in 
whole or in part, until a 
number of conditions are sa¬ 
tisfied — one being that the 
transfer is not for commercial 
purposes — and various per¬ 
mits issued. Tigers, leopards, 
jaguars, cheetahs, gorillas, 
orang utans and the five great 
whales are among those now 
listed. 

Appendix JI is for the slight¬ 
ly less threatened species and 
these too will be protected by 
the permit system and con¬ 
stant. surveillance of their 
condition in the wild. The con¬ 
vention provides for a third 
appendix, which member 
countries can submit. It will 
list those species for which 
the member can ask for inter¬ 
national cooperation. 

At best the Washington Con¬ 
vention could co-ordinate and 
support the local laws and 
regulations fin order tr> keep 
commerce . from becoming 
excessive. But to achieve 
even modest success in this it 
would need many more coun¬ 
tries — those with the wildlife 
and those with the where¬ 
withal — to stop pretending to 
be animal lovers and give the 
measure some active support

Since South Viel- 
nam, and the rest of In¬ 
dochina, fell to the Commu¬ 
nists anyway in the end, let¬ 
ting it happen 10 years ago 
would have avoided 10 years 
of war which cost the Ameri¬ 
cans close to 60,000 young 
men and some 5110 billion. 
Moreover, the United States 
would have been spared the 
humiliation of an unprece¬ 
dented military and political 
debacle that threatens to tear 
the splintered and demoral¬ 
ized nation apart. 
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Tha assumption behind this 
hindsight reasoning is that 
South Vietnam’s cave-in to 
camouflaged aggression in 
1965 would have had no effect 
ort events arouixi the world. 

It's an untenable assump¬ 
tion, for even with American 
military response to South 
Vietnam's call for help in de¬ 
fending-the right to self-deter¬ 
mination, the Communists 
continued probing far and 
wide for areas vulnerable to 
Infiltration, political violence 
and aggression in "liberation 
war" diguise. 

America’s refusal to step In 
at the critical moment when 
everyone else showed no will¬ 
ingness to help the country 
under attack would have 
opened a decade ago the 
floodgate to the method of to¬ 
talitarian conquest tested in 
Vietnam.

happening already. But the 
U.S. decision to intervene 
with combat troops in 1965 
bought 10 years of consoli¬ 
dation for scores of nations. It 
also very likely prevented a 
nuclear conflict which sudden 
snowballing extension of Com¬ 
munist domination could 
have precipitated in the 1960s. 
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Today, while a few coun¬ 
tries like Thailand, Burma 
and the Philippines may not 
be in a substantially better 
shape than they were a dec¬ 
ade ago, others, particularly 
South Korea and Indonesia, 
seem to be. 

Japan is undeniably much 
stronger economically than it 
was in the mid 1960s and per¬ 
haps could, if need be. start 
playing a balancing military 
role in the Far East should 
tlic pendulum of American re¬ 
treat from Ihe area swing too 
far after the Vietnam defilade. 

What would have happened 
In the Middle East, Africa and 
Latin America In the past 10 
years had South Vietnam been 
allowed to fall in 1965 is any¬ 
body guess. In my opinion 
there w'ould be few, if any, 
non-Communist governments 
left in those parts of the 
world. 

Seen in this perspective, the 
price tiie United States paid 
for the decision of four of it* 
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presidents (two of (hem liber¬ 
al Democrats), to help defend 
South Vietnam against, 
aggression, cannot be called a 
total loss. 

It’s impossible, of course, to 
put a pricp tag on resolve to 
stand up for a basic principde. 
The principle at stake in the 
now destroyed Republic of 
Vietnam was ihe right of its 
people to self-determination. 
The Communists attacked 
that right almost from the 
moment of ihe division of 
Vietnam in 1954 by trying to 
impose by force their form of 
totalitarian rule on the South¬ 
erners.

Upholding South Vietnam’s 
(or any other country’s) right 
to <*<£oose its owm form of gov¬ 
ernment and live unmolested 
should have lieen the task of 
the United Nations. Because 
the impotent UN would not 
and could not protect the vic¬ 
tim of Communist aggression, 
and because South Vietnam 
came under Ihe wing of the 
American-sponsored South¬ 
east Asia Treaty Organiza¬ 
tion, President Kennedy and 
Johnson responded on their 
own to the call for defence as¬ 
sistance. 

While conventional wisdom 
and lib-left jiolitical respect¬ 
ability now demand condem¬ 
nation of their decision*. Wa¬ 


tery Is Iwund to judge their 
motives honorable and essen¬ 
tially correct. They sough! 
neither territorial nor materi¬ 
al gain, nor colonial power 
nor imperial glory for the 
United States, but simply pro¬ 
tection of a small country 
from totalitarian conquest.

What was wrong was not 
the decision to help defend 
South Vietnam but the piece¬ 
meal and handicapped com¬ 
mitment of U.S. troops in¬ 
stead of a massive steamroll¬ 
ing operation from the start 
i such as the 1968 Soviet invas- 
tion of Czechoslovakia) 
aimed at knocking out tha 
bases of aggression In North 
Vietnam. 

The hindsight vision of the 
American Involvement in In¬ 
dochina as a horrible and fu¬ 
tile mistake (a seductive ar¬ 
gument against any assis¬ 
tance to future victims of 
Communist attacks) crip thus 
he turned Into a vision of ef¬ 
fective joint Western, not just 
American, counter-measures. 

What happened in Vietnam 
Is bound to happen in another 
decade or so with less and 
less resistance not only in 
the rest of the "Third World” 
and Europe, but eventually 
righl here in North America ir 
the democracies now fail to re¬ 
cognize the imperative of dc 
termined collective defence.

The last word in Europe 
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While no one can be certain 
what specific consequences 
U.S. refusal to help defend 
South Vietnam 10 years ago 
would have had, it’s not dif¬ 
ficult to visualize a major 
Communist drive to impose 
their power monopoly struc¬ 
ture on countries relying on 
Western (which In practice 
means largely U.S.) assis¬ 
tance and security guaran¬ 
tees. M 

Thailand, Burma. Malaysia 
and Indonesia would have 
found it virtually impossible 
to resist Communist pres¬ 
sure*. South Korea would cer¬ 
tainly have been subjected to 
ihe Vietnam-style "libera¬ 
tion’’ attack from ihe North. 
In all probability', Communist 
guerrilla warfare would have 
fiieen re-activated in the Phil¬ 
ippines and started in India, 
sonic Middle East, African 
and Latin American coun¬ 
tries. and perhaps even in 
Greece and Italy.

jnent, like every other 
memlief- government, always 
has an ultimate sanction — the 
veto in the Council of Min¬ 
isters. Any community pro¬ 
posals that a member-state 
feels is contrary to its vital in¬ 
terests must be adopted unan¬ 
imously, otherwise it cannot 
lie put through the council. 

Indeed, the Eurocrats seem 
a good deal less effective at 
going over the head of Parlia¬ 
ment than do British govern¬ 
ments. For example, in the 
British lax coding for 1975-76 
ihe explanatory note accom¬ 
panying it starts off by say¬ 
ing: "The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer included the fol¬ 
lowing proposals in his budget 
s)>eech in, the House of Com¬ 
mons on Novemeber 12 " 

That is, only proposals. Par¬ 
liament had not yet made 
.therm law But this did not 
prevent the government from 
issuing a new coding, based 
on the proposals, as if they 
were already law. Under no 
circumstances can the Euro¬ 
pean commission do that sort 
of thing under the Treaty of 
Rome, nor has any member- 
state suggested that it ought 
to be able to do so. 

There are no references at 
all in the treaty to sovereign¬ 
ty: it is a word which appear* 
only in the political polemic of 
one member-state or in aca¬ 
demic studies of the EEC. 
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The Eurocrats argue that, 
as far as workers are con¬ 
cerned, some of the decisions 
which most vitally affect their 
interests are not laken in 
Whitehall or Brussels, but in 
places like Detroit or even in 
ihe Middle East sheikhdoms. 
That, say officials here, Is 
how sovereignty should be 
measured in the present eco¬ 
nomic crisis which is a world¬ 
wide phenomenon. 


In these circumstances, 
they go on, it is irrelevent to 
make a bogy out of the ad¬ 
ministrators in Brussels who 
are, after all. only the ser¬ 
vants of the Community’s pol 
iticians. namely the Council of 
Ministers. 

If sovereignty Is to mean 
bargaining power, then Bri¬ 
tain’s is enormously increased 
by sharing within the commu¬ 
nity a code of conduct with 
the French, Germans, Dutch 
and Italians and jointly 
achieving some real bargain 
ing power In international «r 
fairs. 
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Rut tiiis power exists noi 
only in relations between the 
Community members and die 
rest of the world, it works be¬ 
tween EEC countries as well. 
As a member, Britain is in a 
position to discourage its 
partners from adopting poli¬ 
cies which might harm its na¬ 
tional interest. Outside the 
EEC Britain would have no 
opportunity of doing so. 

To give only one recent in¬ 
stance of the way thi* 
operates, Britain was able to 
persuade the West Germans 
last December to expand their 
economy — even at the ap¬ 
parent risk at that time of 
higher inflation In thal 
country. 

The Germans agreed to * 
modest expansion, thus in¬ 
creasing their purchasing 
power and their demand for 
goods from other member- 
slates including Britain. 

This, then, is sovereignty of 
a special kind one wdiich 
allows Britain an infinitely 
greater influence over Euro¬ 
pean economic events than 
would otherwise be possible. 
If Britain is divorced from its 
closest and biggest economic 
grouping in Europe, the price 
of a lonely "sovereignty." 
EEC officials insist, wdll be 
very expensive indeed.

Be prepared for surprises 
in a country of contrasts 


A visit 1o Japan, for no mat¬ 
ter how lopg, is an assault on 
the senses. Go with an open 
mind and wide-open eyes and 
prepare, for a surprise. Read 
about it If you must or 
more correctly if you can, for 
pre-tour information in this 
country is lacking so you 
have some basic understand¬ 
ing about money and tilings. 

What will you see? liook 
down from the top floor of the 
40-storey tower of the New 
Otani hotel in Tokyo at 7 a m. 
on « weekday morning while 
you are having breakfast. It's 
a full-blown baseball game, 
complete with bat boys and 
spectators and a train tunnel 
runs under left field. 

Ixxrk into the garden pond. 
It’s full of orange, black and 
while carpi some of them 
about six or seven pounds. In 
one place we saw a golden 
one so golcl it might have 


been touched by King Midas. 
We saw carp taking bread 
crumbs from children’s 
hands. 

Don't try to look into the 
eyes of somebody you might 
meet in a hotel hallway, if 
he’s Japanese. They seem to 
try to avoid you, the stranger, 
where we might casually mut¬ 
ter good morning. 

Glance out of the side of 
your head at two Japanese 
bowing. It’s their sign of re¬ 
spect and they do expect you 
lo reciprocate. They make you 
feel glad th*at you did. There 
are about 1.000 deer in a park 
at Nara. If you hold a biscuit 
for thpm in a certain manner, 
they too will bow for a bite. 

Don't look for cats and 
dogs. The former are rare 
and the .few that exist have 
shortened tails. Dogs are 
mostly kept indoors. 

I never saw one seagull al-

though I was never more than 
20 miles from the ocean. 

But I saw fields of tea 
plants, groves of orange 
fields, about eight zillion plas¬ 
tic soft drink cases filling a 
field outside a factory and 
many household gardens with 
a pole and colorful carp kites 
suspended from them. 

And the sounds. Exotic. I 
felt fortunate to have wa¬ 
kened one morning to hear 
somebody cycling by my hotel 
whistling the melody of Vien¬ 
na, City of My Dreams, all In 
one long breath — or so it 
seemed. Build lhat into an 
alarm dock and I’ll buy it. 

Then there’s the silvery 
blast from Ihe whistle held by 
the tour bus hostess. On arriv¬ 
al at the parking area, she 
hops out and guides the driver 
backing into his slot by the 
note on her whistle. When it 
gets shrill he knows to stop. 

There's the floors with the 
built-in squeak at the Nijo 
Castle at Kyoto. One of the 
Shoguns of old had the hoards 
lined with metal studs that 
rub against each other and 
emit a squeak at the slightest 
pressure — they were de¬ 
signed to warn of approaching 
leopards or human enemies. 

Not all sounds are pleasant. 
Bizarre would be one way to 
hear the Japanese curse, 
spectators, announcers * and 
golfer and all over a televised 
missed putt. They taka it 
pretty seriously, it seems. 

Some of more musical 
treats are reserved for the 
early risers. The 2.000-room 
hotel in Tokyo, for instance, 
played bird calls in the long 
halls and empty lobbies begin¬ 
ning at 7 a.m. The rest of the 
day it’s just that ordinary 
canned tunes tlvat we all know' 
so well in North America. 

A country hotel near Mt. 
Fuji. How peaceful Is the 
sound of a trickling waterfall 
as we tumbled into bed. But 
at 5 netft morning it would 
have been a relief to throw a 
shoe or something at the four 
ravens that decided to hold a 
convention in the trees outside 
the window. 

You can carry a camera 
and a tape recorder to cap¬ 
ture the sights and sounds. It 
is recommended. But how 
would one retain the smells? 
Or would you want to? 

For instance the public rest¬ 
rooms are coeducational and 
not very nice. 

Does the smell of sushi turn 
you on? It’s dried fish strips 
sold in plastic packages like 
peanuts and you nibble on it 
with a beer. Tastes fine, 
though. 

It’s an exotic thing to stroll 
through a food market section 
of a shopping arcade. All the 
fish, the meat, the fruit and 
vegetables, many of which 
you’ve never even heard of, 
let alone seen, send forth s 
mixture of odors that defy de¬ 
scription.

change high school student in 
California 

It was Naomi who spoke up 
as I wandered around the gar¬ 
den which has formed the 
backdrop for several movies 
including Sayonara. She 
stopped me and asked if I 
would apeak with her young 
pupil. 

The two of them had come 
up to the garden In Kyoto -on 
this sunny Sunday morning a 
distance of about 25 miles 
from Osaka for the express 
puniose of talking to people 
who spoke English. It was a 
practice exercise for Kyoko. 

As you may imagine, the 
pleasure was mostly mine. 

It was a scene that could 
have happened on several oc¬ 
casions during a whirlwind 
visit to this fascinating 
country. Everywhere we tra¬ 
velled there were swarms of 
young Japanese school pupils 
out on day trips, dressed in 
their sombre navy blue and 
white uniforms. Their happy 
countenances somehow made 
those ,dark uniforms gay. 

There were many scenes. 
Here are a few more: 

• It’s the Kamakura and 
its famous Daibutsu (or Great 
Buddha). The school class is 
leaving. Every child of a 
group of about 60 stops to bow 
and shake hands with an el¬ 
derly couple from the U.S. 
And all wish a happy “good¬ 
bye" which somehow comes 
out “goooodhyeee.’ I in turn 
get a few goodbyes and come 
back with a snappy "sayon- 
aira" and the giggle* start all 
over again. 

• The touring group is 
crossing i^ake Hakone on a 
catamaran ferry. A chill wind 
is whipping through the moun¬ 
tains of this scenic area near 
(Mt. Fuji. The boat is loaded 
with about 30 Caucasians and 
200 Japanese school children. 
Among our party is a red- 
haired reporter from Mon¬ 
treal. All of the girls and most 
of the boys had to have their 
photos taken with him and he 
signed dozens of autograph 
books. You just don’t see 
many redheads in Japan. 

Or hippies either. A bearded 
member of our party whose 
dress could he described as 
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Kyoko and Naomi, in Sayonara garden

from school under little plas¬ 
tic umbrellas, three laughing 
young giants racing hellbent 
down a narrow Japanese 
street on their 10-speed bicy¬ 
cles and two little girls play¬ 
ing with a dog in a doorway. 

You romember them all. 

Children by miles arp the 
best thing you will mpet in 
Japan. 


The cherry trees blossom in 
Japan in April. They aren’t 
that perfumed, It’s more a 
sensation of beauly than any¬ 
thing else. But take a whiff of ^ 
sandalwood in a souvenir shop 
or breathe in the aroma be¬ 
fore you sip that green tea. 
Made only in Japan, eh? A 
pity. 

The Japanese are masters 
of soup. You don’t eat it with 
chopsticks, you ninny. You lift 
the bowl with both hands and 
take discreet sips. For flavour 1 
it’s hard to beat. 

While raw fish, even in little 
bites, may not be to your 
taste. It's worth a try. So are 
their pickles, their bean curd, 
the terriyaki steaks and the 
sukiyaki (incidentally, it's 
correctly pronounced skeeya- 
ki, no If).

TOKYO (Staff) -- Japan 
Air Lines points with no pride 
to the fact that it took almost 
as big a loss as any other 
airline in the airline industry 
in 1974. Who could laugh off a 
loss of $92 million in one 
year? 

Revenues rose by almost 18 
per cent to pass the billion 
dollar mark ($1,085,002,600) 
for the first time and expendi¬ 
tures went up about 29 per 
cent to $1,177,123,690. The re¬ 
sulting $92.1 million loss was 
the first in the company's 13- 
ycar-history and no divi¬ 
dend for the shareholders. 

Fuel prices rocketed ahead 
by $121 million. This item is a 
big one with JAL in that it 
imports almost all of its crude 
oil, much of it from (he Mid¬ 
dle East. 

The line lost its mule to 
Taiwan at the start of the fis¬ 
cal year and strained rela¬ 
tions hetween Japan and 
South Korea resulted in a 
sharp decline on that route. 

But JAL carries on, regard¬ 
less. During the first week of 
April the company strength¬ 
ened its service between Mex¬ 
ico City, Vancouver and 
Tokyo by replacing 146-seat 
DC-8s with 361-passenger Boe¬ 
ing 747 jumbo jets. 

The plane runs three times 
a week in both directions and 
the Tokyo-Vancouver leg is 
now nonstop where previously 
a refuelling pause in Anchor¬ 
age was required. The jumbo 
is a big airplane and JAL is 
pointing il to a potentially big 
market. 

Last year four times as 
many Japanese flew into Van¬ 
couver as Canadians flew in 
the other direction — 80,000 
against 20,000. Most of the 
Japanese were holidayers on 
package tours and each, ac¬ 
cording to JAL, spent about 
$1,700 over a nine-day stay.

passengers in Vancouver 
when the plane carries on to 
Mexico City, the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment has allowed its citi¬ 
zens a five-day stopover privi¬ 
lege in Vancouver. But they 
must eventually hop back on 
the plane and carry on to 
Tokyo. 

Under the right circum¬ 
stances, a trip to Tokyo for a 
Canadian need not be too un¬ 
reasonable in price. For in¬ 
stance, a group affinity fare 
for bona fide organizations 
which can muster 100 or more 
passengers is $437 in the. 
winter period (return) and 
$550 in the summer. 

The Group Inclusive Tour 
or GIT fare, 10 or more peo¬ 
ple on a 14-35 day package, 


and who must buy a mini¬ 
mum of $200 land arrange¬ 
ments, is $564 return in winter 
and $684 in summer. 

The non-directional fare, or 
14-21 day excursion, with no 
land package, is $893 year 
around. The regular economy 
fare checks in at $1,004 and 
first class, complete with 
chopsticks and happi coats, is 
an exotic $1,624 (return).

TORONTO (CP) The 
Bank of Montreal says It will 
raise tho service charge for 
cheques written on personal 
chequing accounts to 18 cents 
from 16. 

The increase, the second by 
the hank in about six months, 
will become effective during 
the billing cycle from June 15 
to July 15. 

The bank also Is Instituting 
a minimum monthly service 
charge for holders of personal 
chequing accounts. If one or 
two cheques are written in a 
month, a minimum of 50 cents 
will be charged. For three or 
more cheques a month, the 
charge will be 18 cents a che¬ 
que. There will be no charge 
If no cheques are written. 

The bank says the increase 
is necessary to cover the cost 
of keeping the accounts on file 
on a month-to-month basis 
and to cover the cost of pre¬ 
paring and mailing the 
monthly statements. 

Other ma jor banks say they 
have no immediate plans In 
follow the Bank of Montreal 
move.

O’lTAWA (UP!) The Ca¬ 
nadian government will lend 
the Soviet Union $500 million 
to purchase Canadian goods 
and equipment over the next 
two and a half years. Trade 
Minister Alastair Gillespie an¬ 
nounced Friday. 

Gillespie signed the agree¬ 
ment, the largest ever of its 
kind far Canada, with Soviet 
deputy minister of foreign 
trade V. S. Alkhimov. 

The agreement means the 
Export Development Corpora¬ 
tion, a crown agency, will 
assist Canadian exporters in 
selling goods to the Soviet 
Union. The Soviets will repay 
Ihe money in less than eight 
years with interest set at un¬ 
specified but "competitive 
rates,” according to EDC 
President John MacDonald. 

Canadian trade with the So¬ 
viet Union slipped last year 
because of declining grain 
sales. In 1972. Canadian ex¬ 
ports totalled $284 million. In 
1973 they were $290 million 
but In 1974 they were $28.7 
million. 

'Hie Soviet figures have re¬ 
mained steady In 1972 they 
exported $15 million worth of 
goods to Canada This in¬ 
creased to $23 million the fol¬ 
lowing year and $23.1 million 
in 1974.

A dealer said the Bank of 
England intervened from time 
to time, apparently buying 
spot sterling and selling it for 
near-term delivery, a tactic 
designed to discourage short 
sales.

Hie statement pointed to 
ttia carrier’s abnormally high 
debt to equity ratio 95 per 
cent to 5 per cent — as ajjajf f 
reason for tha loss. Had Air 
Canada maintained tha 60 per 
cent to 40 per cent ratio com¬ 
mon among privately-owned 
Norih American airlines, a 
net profit of about $1.4 million 
would hava been registered, 
tha company ssaid. 

Yves Pratte, chairman and 
chief executive officer, said 
operating revenues of $848.6 
million were up 22 per cent 
over $698 million reported in 
1973. He attributed the rise to 
continued traffic growth and 
domestic and International 
fare Increases Introduced dur¬ 
ing the year. 

The airline reported a 7 per 
cent Increase In passengers 
carried to 10.7 million, an all- 
time high. 

Operating expenses were 
$814.7 million, sip 25 per cent 


from $651.7 million in 1973. 
The annual statement said tha 
chief cause of the sharp in¬ 


crease was the price of avia¬ 
tion fuel, which Increased *1 
per cent during 1974.

Aerosol deterrent being develope d 

Sniffers in for shock 


WASHINGTON (UPD—The 
aerosol industry is trying to 
develop a horseradish-like de¬ 
terrent to teenage sniffing of 
its products, an industry 
spokesman told a government 
hearing Friday. 

The chemical being used in 
experiments would irritate 
the eyes and throat of a 
sniffer trying to get “high,” 
he testified, but added that 
the deterrent has not been 
perfected. 

Chairman Richard Simpson 
of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission opened a 
public hearing on aerosol 
technology and research with

Industry spokesmen did not 
dispute the estimate but 
downplayed the extent of 
aerosol sniffing as “a subpart 
of a subpart of the total drug 
abuse problem.” 

Joined by Hamilton County 
coroner Dr. Frank Cleveland 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, the in¬ 
dustry representatives tes¬ 
tified that sniffing of solvents 
and other substances to get 


“high” Is probably more ex¬ 
tensive among teenagers. 

Industry groups distributed 
statements maintaining that 
aerosol propellants are safe 
for normal use or when used 
as directed, and Cleveland 
said he had recorded only one 
death in 10 years from aero¬ 
sols. 

The research on a deterrent 
was reported by Dr. Richard 
Ward of E. I. Dupont de Ne¬ 
mours and Co., an aerosol 
propellant manufacturer. 

He said the industry is 


nearing completion of testing 
on the chemical Allyl isothio¬ 
cyanate (AITC)—>or oil of 
mustard—which appears to be 
a possible candidate for a de¬ 
terrent. 

Used in an aerosol spray, it 
would irritate a sniffer’s eyes 
and throat, literally smelling 
like horseradish. 

But the chemical is not 
being recommended at this 
time because it still must be 
balanced in an aerosol spray 
with the need to avoid creat¬ 
ing hazards for normal users, 
Ward said. 


Turn on propane 
and watch TV 


LONDON (UPI) British en¬ 
gineers have unveiled a de¬ 
vice that will enable a televi¬ 
sion set to run on propane 
gas. 

It was developed by tech¬ 
nicians at the Harwell Re¬ 
search Centre and displayed 
at the Royal Society scientific 
exhibition. 

The engineers say three cyl¬ 
inders of propane gas could 
keep the television running 
for a year. 

The key part is a device 
about the size of a kitchen 
stove that converts the heat of 
a gas flame into electricity. 

The flame causes a dia¬ 
phragm to wobble up and 
down. This in turn vibrates a

was launched Friday by 
Labor Minister William King. 

Heading the inquiry will be 
former deputy labor minister, 
and former B.C. and Yukon 
Building Trades Council pres¬ 
ident James Kinnaird at a 
salary of 536,400 a year. 

King said the inquiry would 
seek a solution to labor-

management problems which 
have “caused considerable 
disruption to the economy.” 

Terms of reference were ta¬ 
bled in the Legislature by 
King and welcomed by all op¬ 
position party leaders. 


Tbe inquiry team is expect¬ 
ed to: 

• Assist in the develop¬ 
ment of improved bargaining 
structures and determine the 
advisability of legislative re¬ 
form of the accreditation of 
employers. 


Wallace wants action 
to stop jail suicides 


Oak Bay Conservative Scott 
Wallace has called for imme¬ 
diate action to prevent sui¬ 
cides in prisons. 

In the Legislature, Wallace 
cited a case in which a man 
who was arrested for im¬ 
paired driving hanged himself 
last week in a cell at the 
Oakiidge police station in 
Vancouver, and another case 
in which a man charged with 
murder hanged himself 
Wednesday with a bedsheet in 
the Lower Mainland Regional 
Correctional Centre. 

He asked Attorney-General 
Alex Macdonald to take some 


immediate action and find 
some long-term solutions 
later. 

Macdonald said there will 
he coroners’ inquiries or in¬ 
quests into both deaths. An 
inquest was held last week 
into the Vancouver death. The 
jury recommended closed cir¬ 
cuit television be Installed to 
monitor the cells, and urged 
the cells be changed so pris¬ 
oners would be unable to hang 
themselves. 

Outside the Legislature 
Wallace said he was asking 
for something to be done 
“today and tomorrow.” 


He said most prison sui¬ 
cides are committed by peo¬ 
ple who have been arrested, 
locked up in sordid conditions 
with convicted criminals, and 
become extremely depressed. 

In the New Westminster 
case, he said, the man’s, wife 
had had a baby two days ear¬ 
lier, he was out celebrating 
and was later arrested for im¬ 
paired driving. 

The Conservative leader 
said the government should 
provide different facilities or 
maintain greater supervision 
for people who ere held for 
short periods while awaiting a 
bail hearing.

want* the report before the 
next round of negotiations 
begin in the industry. 

The industry is in the mid¬ 
dle of a two-year contract 
now, giving the department 
time to work out solutions to 
problems. 

There are a number of 
problems both on the union 
and management side, includ¬ 
ing continuing jurisdictional 
disputes between unions. 

King pointed out there is no 
continuous employer- 
employee relationship within 
the industry as many woriters 
stay on one job for only two 
or three months at a time 
before moving to a new job 
with a new employer. 

Both unions and employer 
groups, said King, agree that 
changes have to be made, and 
Kinnaird enjoys the trust of 
both sjdes, as well as appreci¬ 
ating the needs of the depart¬ 
ment.

Douglas Stanley Halstead, a 
l'1-year-old Unity, Sask., farm 
worker was given the sus- 
l *ended sentence because 
Judge E. J. C. Stewart felt 
the cirumstances of Hal¬ 
stead's "bizarre crime” last 
Nov. 12 would have made it 
"quite unjust" for him to 
order a jail term. 

"These offences are quite 
serious," Stewart told Hal¬ 
stead, "they seem to cry out 
for serious custodial action. 

"However, they were com¬ 
mitted in this case in such a 
bizzare way, and with no real 
violence, that I don’t believe I 
will follow this course. 

"I hope I’m not taking too 
light a view . . ." 

The judge’s decision fol¬ 
lowed Halstead’s guilty pleas 
to the three charges in County 
Court April 28, when he was 
to have been tried by a jury 
on all three counts. 

The former mental patient 
had earier pleaded not guilty 
to all three charges. 

Evidence at a preliminary 
hearing of the charges in¬ 
dicated Halstead had euterel 
the showroom of Plimley 
Motors, at 1010 Yates, carry- 
in a brown paper bag. 

Approaching salesman 
George Salvador, Halstead 


said he was interested in buy¬ 
ing a sports car. 

The two left the dealership 
in a car for a test drive, with 
Halstead still clutching his 
paper bag. 

During the drive, Halstead 
told Salvador the bag con¬ 
tained a bomb. He forced the 
salesman to give him $20, 
then ordered him to drive to 
the Swartz Bay terminal of 
B.C. Ferries. 

Salvador was released, un¬ 
harmed, when the ferry the 
pair rode to Tsawwassen 
docked at the Lower Mainland 
terminal. 

Halstead drove off in the 
car, only to be arrested later 
that same day near Revel- 
stoke, where he was caught 
trying to steal some gasoline. 

On the day Halstead’s trial 
was to have begun, his attor¬ 
ney, Dean Wilson, told 
Stewart his client had been in 
Victoria visiting his grand¬ 
parents when the crimes were 
committed. 

The bag with the "bomb" 
in fact contained nothing 
more dangerous than a sack 
lunch prepared for Halstead 
by his grandmother, Wilson 
said. 

Halstead, the court was 
told, was a former mental pa¬ 
tient with a history of epilep-

Honored patient credits his friends 


Norman Lidster couldn't have done n 
without his friends. 

The longtime patient of Mount St. Mary 
received an award this week from the Cana¬ 
dian Rehabilitation Council for the Disabled 
for his efforts to be independent and to en¬ 
courage others to do the same. 

The 55-year-old man has spent 28 years in 
hospital with declining sight and rheumatoid 
arthritis which eventually paralysed him 
from the waist down.^He said "the aw-ard is 


a compliment to me but also to my many 
friends that make it possible for me to pur¬ 
sue the activities I enjoy ” 

Lidster wrote one book No Time For Why. 
in which he describes how he accepted his 
disabilities and became a contributor to B.C. 
newspapers and magazines. 

He regularly attends Victoria Symphony 
concerts and meetings of the B.C. Historical 
Society, is information officer for The 
Empress Lions Club, and is a fre¬ 


quent - sj>eakcr on die disabled. 

Lidster said his inquiring mind makes it 
easier to remain involved. 

"1 can live in a world of ideas that satisfy 
me but other disabled are more athletically 
inclined and can’t make the transition as eas¬ 
ily as I could,” he said. 

Lidster said the disabled must not be 
afraid to take the initiative to get involved in 
activities. 

"Once I took the first step, other people 


came around to help," he said. 

Unable to travel to Montreal to accept his 
award, Lidster sent a four-minute taped mes¬ 
sage instead. 

In it he said disabled persons are on the 
threshold 1 of the most exciting productive 
period ever faced by them. 

He said electronic devices and the sensi¬ 
tivity of architects in designing more readily 
accessible building is opening more experi¬ 
ences to them. 


highest percentage of elderly 
people and by 1985 will have 
double the number.

In his hospital rale study 
prepared for the commission. 
McQueen said Victoria’s large 
population of older people 
"poses a fascinating and po¬ 
tentially very worthwhile con¬ 
centration for research. Reac¬ 
tions to treatment of various 
drugs, in relation to dosages 
and follow-up treatment pro¬ 
grams, would be one interest¬ 
ing area of research to com¬ 
pare older people with a 
younger grouping. 

"Rehabilitation programs 
provide an obvious area of 
need. Institutions become con¬ 
stantly filled in the Victoria 
area. There seems no end to 
•the requirement for beds of 
various kinds. 

' ‘Other designated pro¬ 
grams must he attempted, 
such as a truly open-ended 
home care plan with suppor¬ 
tive staff and services to en¬ 
able older patients to stay in 
their homes as long as possi¬ 
ble. A further program might 
be a type of day care centre." 

Clark is very much aware 
of the need for health care al¬ 
ternatives for the elderly. 

His work with the federal 
government has provided him 
w'ith some interesting statis¬ 
tics. For instance, by 1986, 9.8

per cent of Canada's popula¬ 
tion will be over 65. but that 
group will account for 38 per 
cent of patient days in acute- 
care hospitals. 

The problem is ttit without 
alternatives, the elderly end 
up in hospital for chronic ail¬ 
ments or rehabilitation that 
could, be better treated else¬ 
where. Clark compared treat¬ 
ment for accident victims 
over 65 with that for younger 
people. 

Accident victims are ex¬ 
pected to spend about eight 
days in hospital. Clark said. 
But for people over 65. the 
normal stay is about 27 days. 

A general hospital is the 
least efficient place to care 
for these people, he added. 

Under the pressure of over¬ 
due general hospital planning, 
the commission doesn't have 
time to consider research pro¬ 
grams at the moment, Clark 
admitted. 

But the society can no 
longer "just forget about old 
people," he said.

showed an average markup 
between 33 and 58 per cent, he 
added. 

Beef producers are In a se¬ 
vere cost-price squeeze while 
cattle prices have dropped, 
said Henry Blazowski, associ¬ 
ation secretary. 

The most important factor 
in producer expenses is the 
high cost of feed grain and 
forage, he continued. 

The price spread between 
primary producers and the re¬ 
tail counter appear to be wi¬ 
dening, Blazowski said, and 
the trend isn’t confined to 
B.C. 

The association brief urged 
maintaining competition at 
packing and slaughter houses 
and said central breaking 
plants — where carcasses are 
split for transfer to retail 
stores — may be working 
against producer Interests, he 
added. 

Canada Safeway Ltd. 
operates a breaking plant in 


Calgary to supply its B.C 
stores and this reduces the 
potential market for produc¬ 
ers, the brief noted. 

There is interest among 
consumers to purchase lower- 
grade beef, and consumers 
should be given the opportuni¬ 
ty to buy other than grade A 
beef, which would improve 
the market for cows, the brief 
adds. 

The brief also calls for a 
program to educate con¬ 
sumers regarding the beef- 
grading system. 

Blazowski’s comments were 
echoed by two Kamloops-area 
ranchers who addressed the 
commission later Thursday. 

An example of non-competi¬ 
tion among coastal packers 
occurred last fall when a 
group of interior rancher 
marketed grass-fed beel 
through Woodward’s stores, 
said Gerard Goichon of Quil- 
chena. 

Ranchers had to pay 312 a 


head to have the cattle cus¬ 
tom-slaughtered, and the by¬ 
products were kept by Inter¬ 
continental Packers, he said. 
Years ago when Canada’s 
major meat packers had 
plants in Vancouver, the price 
was J1 a head or the job was 
done just for the by-products, 
he said. 

•‘Consumers don't know 
what grade meat they are 
buying in retail stores or 
whether it is heifer or steer 
meat,” said Jim Wright, 
Kamloops feed-lot operator. 

Carcasses are graded and 
stamped A-l. A-2, A-3 and A-4 
in the packing house and are 
sold on the meat counter as 
A-l and A-2 beef, he said. 
There are just as many 
heifers as steers sold, but 
beef is never advertised as 
coming from a heifer, he 
added, although there is no 
difference in the quality of 
meat from either.

Computer programmed 
to ‘die’ during exams 


EDMONTON (CP) 
Unless the medical student 
acts quickly, the patient will 
die in three minutes. The stu¬ 
dent reviews his options, se¬ 
lects a treatment, and waits. 

“Treatment administered, 
patient responding moderate¬ 
ly well,” a computer terminal 
reports. 

The patient isn’t real, but 


the test is. It is being used 
this week as part of final ex¬ 
aminations for 110 fourth-year 
medical students at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

“As far as we know, this is 
the first time in Canada com¬ 
puter simulation of medical 
problems has been used to 
test final-year medical stu¬ 
dents.” says Dr. W. C. Tay- 


Obesity in babies 
growing problem 


OTTAWA (CP) — Obesity 
in babies is a growing prob¬ 
lem according to Dr. Donald 
E. Hill of Toronto’s Sick Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 

“People are overfeeding 
their babies,” he said at a nu¬ 
trition conference. 

Feeding babies with a bottle 
means they can't control the 
amount of food they take and 
mothers are forcing them to 
take too much.” 

Dr. Hill told delegates that 
30 to 80 per cent of these 
obese babies grew to be obese 
adults. 
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Breast feeding, he says, is 
much better than bottle feed¬ 
ing. 

• "Breast feeding gives the 
baby immunity to disease 
through antibodies in the milk 
and its is the only way these 
antibodies can be transmit¬ 
ted.” he explained. 

He said the infant drank 
only what he needed, and ben- 
efitted from the nutritional 
balance of its mother’s milk. 
Another advantage, he said, 
was that breast milk was 
free. 

He cautioned, though, that 
if solid foods were added to 
the diet too early in the in¬ 
fant’s life, obesity could still 
be a problem. 
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lor, assistant director of the 
R. S. McLaughlin Examina¬ 
tion and Research Centre of 
the Royal College of Physi¬ 
cians and Surgeons of Cana¬ 
da. 

Computers have been used 
before for simple multiple- 
choice tests, but "computer 
patients” are a new concept 
in testing students, he said in 
an interview. 

During the 2%-hour test, 
students are presented with 
four of the eight simulated 
cases programmed into the 
computer. These include an 
emergency road accident 
case, a patient with a thyroid 
problem, an eight-month-old 
baby with meningitis, and an 
obstetrical case. 

Eighteen computer termi¬ 
nals are used, each equipped 
with a television-like screen 
which gives the patient’s 
symptoms, family history and 
vital information. 

Using a light-sensitive pen, 
students choose between 
various treatment options and 
monitor the patient’s condi¬ 
tion. 

“If the student selects the 
wTong treatment, or sits too 
long at the terminal, the pa¬ 
tient may die,” program ana¬ 
lyst Wayne Osbaldeston ex¬ 
plained. 

When the exam is finished, 
the computer provides a print¬ 
out of the student’s perform¬ 
ance, including the number of 
correct responses he made. 

“Using this system, we can 
see in exactly what order the 
student made his choices and 
how long it took him,” Dr. 
Taylor said. 

The patient’s “death” 
doesn’t necessarily spell fail¬ 
ure for the student, he said, 
because correct treatment 
may have been administered 
to a certain point. Moreover 
.the exam accounts for only 
20 per cent of the student’s 
written work. 

“So far, 90 per cent of the 
students have said they 
thoroughly enjoyed the 
exam,” Osbaldeston said. 

However, the anxiety in the 
room is sometimes “unreal'' 
and at least one studeni 
hasn’t been able to cope with 
the pressure. 

“But these are the kind of 
people we want to watch out 
for.”

VANCOUVER 'CP' A 
Vancouver woman, serving as 
a volunteer Vietnamese in¬ 
terpreter for the immigration 
department at Vancouver In¬ 
ternational Airport this week, 
got the surprise of her life. 

As Mrs. Le Thi-Paruz 
watched 20 new immigrants 
file off the CP Air flight from 
Guam via Honolulu, she saw 
here mother and sister come 
down the ramp. 

“It was unbelievable,” sre 
exclaimed later. “I was really 
happy — I didn't expect them 
at all and I was afraid they 
had been left behind in Sai¬ 
gon.” 

Mrs.Thi-Pang, 25, whe wife 
of a computer program ana¬ 
lyst at the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, said she had 
feared for her family’s safety 
because her parents fled 
North Vietnam in 1954 to es¬ 
tablish in the south. 

“While they had no official 
connection with the (South 
Vietnamese) government or 
the Americans. In 1968 the 
North Vietnamese had 
warned during their offensive 
that those who fled in 1954 
would suffer,” she said. 

Mrs. Thi-Pang, who came lo 
Canada three years ago, said 
her mother and sister were 
continuing on to Montreal 
later to stay with another 
sister. 

Immigration officials said 
an elderly couple on the flight 
already had left for Edmonton 
and a family of five for 
Toronto. The remaining 13 
were to go on to Montreal, 
where 133 Vietnamese im¬ 
migrants, the first to arrive in 
Canada landed Thursday 
morning.

Dear Ann lenders: With 
your extensive coverage why 
don’t you make more of an ef- 
for tr> educate people to die 
dangers of depression? If you 
printed a list of famous peo¬ 
ple who have had severe 
bouts of depression it would 
read like Who’s Who. 

Newspapers are full of 
stories about suicides and 
homicides. Lord alone knows 
how many deaths from "natu¬ 
ral causes” were actually 
planned in advance. 

The symptoms of depres¬ 
sion are not always the obvi¬ 
ous ones. In fact some 
depressed people can put on a 
very good front. The things to 
look for are changes in per¬ 
sonality. sleeping habits, un¬ 
justified accusations, feelings 
of being persecuted and ab¬ 
normal hostility. People who 
suddenly show these traits 
need medical attention. 

I needn’t tell you. Miss 
Landers, that there aren'1 
enough psychiatrists to go 
around. Also, many medical 
doctors don't know how to re¬ 
cognize the signs of depres¬ 
sion. They could use some 
refresher courses. 

There are excellent drugs 
available that can help lift 
people out of depressions. A 
relative of mine who was very 
nearly non-functional is now 
on a drug that has made it 
possible for her to go to work 
every day and be a wife and 
mother. 

Please enlighten the unen¬ 
lightened. Un With People. 

Dear I'p: Everything you 
say is true, but. I must caution 
I my readers against believing 
; that a drug can cure depres¬ 
sion. Medication can be very 
1 helpful in getting a depressed 
j person through a crisis, but to 
depend on drugs as a way of 
j life is merely masking the 
I symptoms and it does nothing 
to solve the problem. 

For individuals who experi- 
! e if c e radical personality 
j changes or go into emotional 
tailspins, I recommend first a 
i thorough physical examina- 
| lion to make sure there is no 
j organic or neurological prob¬ 


lem. Then, if the doctor 
suggests drugs to help, I 
would say, “Fine, go ahead " 
Drugs CAN get the patient 
through the difficult period, 
but stick to the prescribed 
dosage and quit when the doc¬ 
tor says. “No morp.”

VANCOUVER (CP> Mas 
tcctorrty patients who have 
only a year or two to live may 
benefit from breast recon¬ 
struction surgery, a Montreal 
plastic surgeon says. 

Dr. Colette Perras, here for 
the eighth annual meeting of 
the American Society for Acs- 
Ihetic Plastic Surgery Inc , 
said the procedure won’t 
lengthen the woman's life 
span, but “she may as well 
reel satisfied for the time she 
«has left.” 

Dr. Perras said she has re¬ 
constructed breasts for 55 
women who have had mastec ¬ 
tomies during the past 12 
years. The cases are closely 
followed up with skeletal sur¬ 
veys, chest X-rays and regu¬ 
lar tnammorgraphy and a 
study of the results will be 
published within a year, she 
said. 

Formerly. reconstruction 
would not be attempted until 
about five years after mastec¬ 
tomy, Dr. Perras said, but a 
surgeons’ conference two 
years ago concluded that even 
in hopeless cases it is better 
to help women live more hap- 


mly, even it jum for another 
year. 

The operations now may be 
done soon after canter tests 
show negative, usually about 
six months after the mastec¬ 
tomy, and recovery from the 
operation takes less than a 
month with no known nega¬ 
tive side effects to the proce- 
dure, she said. 

For women facing the pros¬ 
pect of mastectomy, the re¬ 
construction means they can 
more easily accept the idea of 
going through mutilating sur¬ 
gery, Dr. Perras added. 

Nearly all patients are can¬ 
didates for the procedure, in 
which an incision about one 
and one-half inches in dimae- 
ter is made near the nipple, 
rhe skin is raised and a sili¬ 
cone prosthesis is implanted 
behind the breast tissue and 
on top of the chest ""muscle 
when it won't obscure subse¬ 
quent X-ray pictures.

The new service drops 
many of the tongue-twisting 
phrases spoken by millions of 
nervous couples in church 
weddings for three centuries. 

Out will go the time-honored 
“with this ring I thee wed. 
with my body I thee worship 
and with all my worldly goods 
I thee endow.” 

That will become. “I give 
you this ring as a si^n of our 
marriage and with my body I 
honor you, all that I am I give 
to you and all that I have I 
share with you.” 

And the bride who once just 
had to smile after her man 
made his vow now will have 
to say the same thing. 

But some of the old phrases 
will stay, such as "till death 
us do part”. 


In the years that followed. 
Mrs. Van Hoof, a Roman 
Catholic, reported other sight¬ 
ings. On Aug. 15, 1950, 100,000 
persons from around the 
world journeyed to her shrine 
to witness another sighting. 

That same year, the late 
Bishop John Treacy conduct¬ 
ed an investigation and issued 
a decree saying the “visions 
of Mrs. Van Hoof were with¬ 
out supernatural foundation 
and must he considered false 
claims.” 

Attendance at her yearly 
sightings dwindled. In 1972. 
Bishop Frederick Freking. 
who succeeded Treacy, rein¬ 
forced that decree. 

But Mrs. Van Hoof con¬ 
tinued to insist upon the truth 
of her statements. Freking 
said she and her followers 
■caused “continuous disrup¬ 
tions of parish life and in the 
civic community.” 

Now Freking has issued an 
order of interdiction against 
Mrs. Van Hoof and six of her 
followers. 

Interdiction one step 

short of excommunication 
cuts the individual off from 
all the sacraments of the 
church except confession, 
through which they can return 
to the good graces of the 
church. 

“A personal interdiction is 
not excommunication but it 
does cut them off from the 
life of the church.” Freking 
said. “It denies them the priv¬ 
ileges of the church, such as 
receiving holy communion.” 

"Their basic sin is their de¬ 
fiance of the supreme authori¬ 
ty of the church, which 
they’ve been doing for the last 
25 years.” Freking added. 

Mrs. Van Hoof, now 71, who 
said the Virgin Mary spoke to 
her. has not addressed the pil¬ 
grims who visited the shrine 
in recent years, because of 
the decree ordering her not to 
publicize her visions. 

Freking did nothing aboui 
Mrs. Van Hoof when he took 
office several years ago. 

“I was rather quiet about 
the matter for a few years 
and said nothing." the bishop 
said. “But they interpreted 
my silence as tacit approval 
and I had to do something.''

NANATMO — City officials 
here are still waiting for a 
reply from the Nanaimo re¬ 
gion board, to its request that 
the board take over responsi¬ 
bility for operation of the Cas¬ 
sidy Airport.

Almost n quarter of * centu¬ 
ry ago. when my wife and I 
were enjoying one of our rare 
holidays, we hah dinner one 
night in a small hut distin¬ 
guished restaurant on the San 
Francisco waterfront. 

When the main course was 
served, we were given a vege¬ 
table new 10 us then; it looked 
like a rather skinny cucum¬ 
ber, about five inches long, a 
very dark green in color and 
with a delicate flavor halfway 
between a vegetable marrow 
and asparagus 

★ * * 

It was so delicious 1 sum¬ 
moned the waiter and aBkcd 
what we had been eating. I 
learned they were the ruits of 
the Black Zucchini squash, 
picked very young and imma¬ 
ture and served whole and un¬ 
peeled in a cream sauce. 

1 made up my mind then 
and there that I would grow 
Ihis delectable vegetable in 
our own backyard plot. 

There was some difficulty 
in buying seeds, for in those 
days zucchini was not very 
well known outside of Italy 
and the Italian colonies 
around San Francisco Ray. 
k k k

seed catalog! if lists it. and

there are even first-genera¬ 
tion hybrids available under 
such names as Black Beauty 
and Aristocrat, and even a 
yellow variety called Burpee 
Golden Zucchini. 

As I recall, our first sowing 
gave us more of these babv 
squash than we could possibly 
use, and all from a 10-cent 
packet of seeds! 

Black Zucchini, or Black 
Italian as it is sometimes 
called, Is a summer squash, 
more closely related to the 
English vegetable marrow 
thRn to the hard-shelled 
winter squash, but with a far 
more interesting flavor than 
any marrow 1 have ever last¬ 
ed. 

k k k 

It is a hush squash, which 
means it makes a plant about 
the size and shape of a clump 
of rhubarb, taking up far less 
room in the garden than the 
sprawling vine types. 

I found no difficulty whatev¬ 
er in growing them from 
seeds sown directly in the 
open ground after the warm 
weather had come to stay 

My method and 1 use the 
same technique for oucum- 
hers, pumpkins, melons, 
gourds, squash and all ciir- 
euhits Is to take out hnlrs 


about 18 inches in diameter 
and a foot deep, sparing he 
holes five feet apart. 

T put a good spadeful of 
mellow old rotted manure in 
the bottom -of each hole, «o\- 
oring this with a four-inch 
layer of rich, sandy loam soil. 
k k k 

Then the edges of the hole 
are broken down to form a 
wide, saucer-shaped depres¬ 
sion. five feet across, around 
each of these planting sta¬ 
tions 

This is to catch and hold as 
much moisture as possible 
and channel it into centre 
where the roots are. 

In the centre of each sta¬ 
tion. just above the buried 
manure, I sow two seeds, 
planting them an inch deep, 
two inches apart, with the 
point of the seed down. 

These are covered with ho- 
kaps, jam jars or even flower 
pots until the seedlings come 
up, whereupon the covering is 
removed, and the weakesl of 
each pair of seedlings is 
pulled up and discarded. 
k k k 

As soon as the plant? are 
big enough to mulch, i spread 
litter on the soil surface, tuck 
ing it well in under the spread 


of the foliage and extending 
at least two feet out from the 
centre. 

Straw, sawdusi, shaving?, 
lawn mowings, old manure, 
compost, half-rotted leaves 
from last fall’s leaf pile 
any of these materials will 
serve, always remembering 
to spread a light sprinkle of 
fertilizer on the soil before 
laying down the mulch. 

For serving whole and un- 
peeled, the fruits should be 
picked very young four to 
seven inches long. 

If allowed to grow, they be¬ 
come enormous — as big a? 
any prize-winning marrow 
hut in this case they must be 
peeled, halved lengthwise, 
and the seeds and pith 
scraped out with a dull spoon. 
k k k 

The flesh may be cubed and 
steamed like vegetable mar¬ 
row, and served with butter, 
salt and pepper, or sliced and 
friend in oil, Italian stylp. 
with peppers, onions and to¬ 
matoes. 

Some folks like to stuff a 
large zucchini with a meat or 
meat-and-rice mixture and 
bake it in the oven. 

Very young zucchini may 
even * be thinly sliced or 
chopped raw into salad*

1620 Chief Massasoit today urged "all 
good Americans to welcome these new 
refugees to our shores with the generos¬ 
ity and hospitality that has made our 
nation great." 

Most Americans, however, viewed 
this first shipload of refugees with sus¬ 
picion and thinly-veiled hostility. By an 
overwhelming vote, 'The Tribal Council 
turned down the chief’s request for hu¬ 
manitarian aid to help settle the new¬ 
comers and provide them "a turkey 
dinner with all the trimmings." 

The attitude of the majority of 
Americans was perhaps best summed 
up by a young man who watched with 
folded arms as the pallid-faced refugees 
in their strange native costumes 
stepped ashore hex*e this morning, mut¬ 
tering to themselves in their own in¬ 
comprehensible language. 

“Well." he said, shaking his head, 
“there goes the neighborhood."

’The Benevolent * Protective Order of 
Redmen. cited high unemployment fig¬ 
ures in the Plymouth area and suggest¬ 
ed the refugees he sent to Iceland in¬ 
stead. 

"While I certainly have nothing 
against these wily and inscrutable oc¬ 
cidentals who all look alike." he said, 
‘the last thing we need is a bunch of 
penniless immigrants taking jobs away 
from deserving Americans. 

"'They don’t understand our lan¬ 
guage, our customs or our culture," he 
said. "Why, they don’t even know how 
to plant corn! They shnply can’t fit into 
our modern agricultural society." 

At best, he said, this horde of cheap 
labor would depress American wage 
scales and, at worst, they would proba¬ 
bly become public charges, depending 
on decent hard-working Americans for 
their food, clothing and shelter. 

,A You can tell by looking al them." 
he said glumly, “that .they’re the clan¬ 
nish, stick-together types who breed like 
rabbits and don’t keep up their houses 


They've made a mess of their own 
country and now they’ll make a mess of 
ours. 

“And think what they’ll do to prop 
erty values! In six years, all of Manhat¬ 
tan Island won’t bring $25 on the open 
market."

Friday's surprise resigna¬ 
tions changed that and left 
the jxilicy conference with lit¬ 
tle to do other than support 
Anderson's leadership.

He said he and Anderson

GENEVA (CP» Sugges¬ 
tions for 200-mile economic 
/ones, environmental protec¬ 
tion and ownership of under¬ 
sea minerals included in three 
negotiating texts produced by 
the United Nations Law of the 
Sea conference are mainly fa¬ 
vorable to Canada, a Canadi¬ 
an. diplomat said Friday. 

"Canada has a lot to be 
happy, about." Alan Beesley. 
chief Canadian negotiator 
said in an interview shortly 
aTter the eight-week confer¬ 
ence ended. 

The texts, drafted by the 
conference's three main com¬ 
mittees during the last week, 
are intended to serve as a 
basis for negotiations on a 
global treaty for the use and 
protection of the oceans. 

The conference will begin 
debating the texts when a new 
eight-week session begins 
March 29 in New York. The 
outcome of the New York dis¬ 
cussions will be used by a 
treaty-drafting committee 
under the chairmanship of 
Beesley to write the first ver¬ 
sion of a worldwide agree¬ 
ment. 

The text dealing with coast¬ 
al seas and continental 
shelves says economic zones 
should not extend more than 
200 miles from headland-to- 
headland baselines.

OTTAWA Monthly old 
age security payments will bp 
increased by $2.34 in July, the 
npw consumer price index in¬ 
dicates. 

Old age security, the basi< 
flat-rate pension for 1.9 mil¬ 
lion people over 63. is one of 
four federal welfare benefits 
indexed to provide higher 
payments as the consumer 
price index rises. - 

Old age security' and 
guaranteed income supple¬ 
ments for needier pensioners 
are adjusted quarterly. Cana- 
Ha Pension Plan and family 
allowance payments are ad¬ 
justed annually. 

Meanw'hile. higher food and 
transportation costs helped 
push the consumer price 
index up 0.5 per cent in April 
lint this year's trend so far 
has been towards smaller 
monthly increases. Statistics 
Canada said Friday. 

In the 12-month period end¬ 
ing in April, the consumer 
price index has risen 11.1 per 
cent. Goods and services 
which cost Canadians $178.90 
in March cost $17^9.80 last 
month. 

The statistics bureau said 
nearly two-fifths of the in¬ 
crease was caused by higher 
public and private transpor¬ 
tation costs while food prices 
accounted for another quarter 
of the increase.

TV crew films invasion 
of former Nazi's home 


SCHLESWIG. Germany (UPI) Seven 
Belgians whose parents died in Hitler's exter¬ 
mination camps broke into the home of Ernst 
Ehlers. a wartime Nazi Gesta|>o comman¬ 
dant in Belgium, and smashed furniture and 
other possessions Friday while a Belgian 
television crew filmed their raid. 

Police said law enforcement officers 
arrested the seven intruders and the four- 
man television team from Brussels. 

Police said Fillers, 65, who lives on a pen- 
sion. was not a I -home when the incident oc¬ 
curred. 

A simkesman for Belgian television said his 
organization sent a team in this North Ger¬ 
man town on invitation of Nazi hunter Beale 
Klarsfeld. 

Mrs. Klarseld. 36. who came to prominence 


seven years ago when she slapped former 
chancellor Kurt-Georg Kieslnger at a West 
Berlin rally to protest his wartime mem¬ 
bership in the Nazi party, told newsmen she 
watched the demonstration but had no active 
part in it. 

Mrs. Klarsfeld was sentenced by a Co¬ 
logne court to two months in jail last July for 
attempting to kidnap the former Nazi securi¬ 
ty chief of Paris. She said the young men 
hung a poster from a window of Ehler's 
home reading "Convict SS Criminal Ehlers 
Who Is Responsible for the Deaths of 25.000 
Belgian Jews." 

The Kiel prosecutors' office in March 
charged Ehlers with complicity in the 
murder of at least 12.000 Belgian Jews whom 
he allegedly rounded up and sent to concen¬ 
tration camps. 


Rape defence 
passes test 

LONDON (UPI) Britain's 
supreme court the law 
lords of the House of Lords 
ruled recently that a man 
could not he guilty of rape if 
he honestly believed the 
woman was only pretending 
to object. 

Michael Clark. 28. who of¬ 
fered that defence in the first 
trial since the ruling, was ac¬ 
quitted Friday by a jury of 
raping a 36-ycar-old house¬ 
wife. 

The lords' decision caused 
an outcry in and out of Parlia¬ 
ment.

WASHINGTON (UPD 
The U.S. defence department 
coached businessmen on the 
need to bribe Middle East of¬ 
ficials in order to make sales, 
according to a government 
document disclosed Friday. 

The defence briefing paper, 
sent Iasi July to major aero- 
space and electronics trade 
associations, said Middle East 
agents are oiler, paid to "in- 


lluence" their governments to 
buy competitive foreign 
goods. It said firms which stop 
making influence payments 
often lose sales and contracts. 

"The term ’influence' is 
used here rather loosely," ihe 
defence paper said "To be 
more sperific, it can range 
from normal friendships or 
family lies between local 
agent and procuring officer lo 


the payment of substantial 
sums of money to individuals 
in high government positions, 
with somewhat lesser 
amounts paid to lower echelon 
government officials." 

It said "influence" can also 
l** bought by such techniques 
as offering "rent-free use of a 
villa in France or a flat in 
Ixzndon along with car and 
servants. 

"Sometimes the govern¬ 


ment official is a silent 
partner in the business or 
agency completely divorced 
from his normal activities 
from u'hich he receives a fi¬ 
nancial benefit." 

It said French and British 
industries were '‘masters" of 
bribery and "generally have 
no compunction to agreeing to 
excessive fees. if. in the final 
analysis, the sale is consum¬ 
mated."

Independent status 
indicated — Williams 


Text of Allan Williams’ letter of resignation 
to party leader David Anderson: 

"Dear David: 1 know that rt» events of 
these past several days have been as 
distressing%p you as they are to me. A? I 
told you on May 6, prior to my public state¬ 
ment' on that day. it was my belief that thr 
difference in our point of view had created a 
situation which was undesirable for both of 
us and the Liberal Party, and that it was my 
wish to de-escalate the controversy by my 
proposed action which 1 described to you. 1 
hoped in that way to improve the climate, as 
much as I was able, in which the delegates 
at the forthcoming Policy Conference would 
be considering issues coming before them. It 
is obvious now that this has not been the 
rase. Instead the question of your leadership 
has been drawn into the controversy. « 
result, and an issue, which I sincerely regret 
and deplore. 

"It is clear to me that this situation must 
he rectified and that the only appropriate 
way requires action on my part. Accordingly 
I hereby resign from the Liberal caucus and 
surrender my membership in the Liberal 
Party in British Columbia. 

In so doing lei me assure you thai in no 
way imply any disrespect for you or the 
manner in which you have fulfilled your re¬ 
sponsibilities as a Member of the Legislature 
and as Leader. On the contrary. I hold you in 
high regard: both for your conduct in public 
affairs, and for the private consideration you 
have accorded me. 

"Since the fall of 1972 we have both recog¬ 
nized. with increasing concern, the need to 
provide an effective alternative to the NDP 


Government in this Province. Ten months 
ago. after much careful consideration. I 
reached the conclusion that the attainment of 
such an objective required the realignment of 
the free-enterprise political parties in British 
Columbia, and I publicly espoused the view 
that "unity” was the means by which such 
objective could l>e realized. On this subject 
we disagreed and. at your request. I adjusted 
my position in order that you might have the 
fullest opportunity of establishing yours. 
Nonetheless. I am certain that my silence on 
the subject has noi left you in any d-iuhi 
that I have continued to told the same view 
"It is now apparent to me that the need 
for a free enterprise grouping capable of 
replacing the present Government is no 
longer merely desirable. It is an'absolute 
necessity. Consequently. 1 must he free to 
speak and act in such manner as will contrib¬ 
ute to the realization of my belief, without. 1 
would hope, causing you embarrassment or 
distress. An independent status is clearly in¬ 
dicated. 

"In my judgment your aims for govern¬ 
ment in British Columbia are not at variance 
with mine: we differ only in the means by 
which they might best be achieved. You see 
the Liberal Party as the vehicle fbr such en¬ 
deavour: 1 recognize a need for a stronger 
more diversified grouping capable of em¬ 
bracing the views of a much wider constitu¬ 
ency hut without the constraints that accom¬ 
pany a national commitment.

Alberni property owners face 
25 per cent hike in taxes

. PORT ALBERNI—Although 
the mill rate will be based on 
the same assessment levels as 
last year, Port Alberni prop¬ 
erty owners' taxes will in¬ 
crease by more than 25 per 
cent this year. 

This w f as tht bad news that 
came out of city council’s 
first readings of the 1975 city 
budget this week. \ 

General operating and debt 
retirement expenses, with an 
increase of 7.86 mills, and 
school taxes, up 8.83 mills, 
were the main reasons for an 
overall mill increase of 18.9 to 
finance estimated expendi¬ 
tures of $12,169,595. There 
were, however, no major 
areas in which mill rates 
were not up over last year. 

And since horde owners' 
grants have not been in¬ 
creased. the entire increase 
will be passed on to home and 
business owners. 

At the bottom of the scaife, 
this will mean that a property 
owDer with an assessed value 
of $5,100 for land and home, 
will pay $146.35 in net tax in 
June, up $75.76 from last 
year. 

At the top of the scale, 
home and land assessed at 
$12,750, will pay $140.28 more 
on taxes of $661.76. 

Aid. George McKnight, 
head of the finance commit¬ 
tee, said that it was "shock¬ 
ing to have to introduce a 
budget of such magnitude", 
but the city had no option. 

"If we are to maintain the 
services we have, and I’m 
sure the citizens do not want 
these curtailed, this is a bud¬ 
get over which we just had no 
control," he said. 

"Council did all it could to 
control expenditures, although 
we may have to. in the future, 
look at such items as the 
rapid increases in the cost of 
such -things as our parks and 
recreation programs. 

"As it is, I’m sure that 
every member of this council 
regrets having to pass on 
such a heavy burden to the 
taxpayer of this community," 
McKnight said. 

Mayor Howard McLean 
echoed McKnight’s sen¬ 
timents, and said "I guess we 
all hoped for some kind of 
magic wand at the last min¬ 
ute to save us from this." 

He said he was in favor of 
municipalities getting some 
return from the provincial in¬ 
come tax, "so that we could 
get into a percentage increase 
situation where the ability to

pay would go along with the 
tax increase." 

This alternative did not look 
promising for the coming 
year however, he said, and 
"we had better start looking 
at what we’re going to do 
about 1976. I see that as the 
real crunch year, we could 
well be over 100 mills if these 
increases keep up at their 
present pace.” 

Aid. Walter Behn termed 
the plight of the property tax 
payer as "outrageous." 

"People in Britain and the 
United States can deduct such 
taxes from their income tax, 
as can businesses here," he 
said. "I see no reason why the 
private individual should bear 
the brunt of such double taxa¬ 
tion in this country. It just 
doesn't make sense to me." 

Aid. Mark Izevich said 
"that provincial and federal 
governments were "letting 
t h e municipalities down 
badly" in financial assistance, 
and particularly the provin¬ 
cial government. He said that 
school taxes, up /30 per cent 
this year, were still being 
borne by the property owners, 
despite government promises 


to the contrary, and that ,V I agree with the mayor."

NANAIMO — City officials 
here are still waiting for a 
reply from the Nanaimo re- 
board, to itg jfiouesl that 
the board take ovei* responsi¬ 
bility for operation of the Cas¬ 
sidy Airport. 

The city holds the lease on 
the airfield and, over the past 
few years, has farmed out 
management of the field to 
the Nanaimo Flying Club and 
Don McGillivray, president of 
Pacific Coastal Airlines. 

McGillivray is the present 
field manager. His company, 
along with Air West Airlines, 
has brought new life to the 
field in recent weeks, after 
receiving transport ministry 
approval to operate scheduled 
air service between here and 
the Vancouver International 
Airport. 

Between the two companies, 
there are at least a dozen 
scheduled flights each day, 
with fewer on Sundays and 
holidays Also, the fit Id caters 
to the flving club, chartered 
flights, McGillivray's heli¬ 
copter firm, other local and 
charter airline firms, such as 
West Coast Air Services and 
visiting flyers. 

Despite the increase in 
usage, the field continues to 
be useful only during daylight 
flying hours. The installation 
of night lighting and other re¬ 
lated necessary equipment is 
something the city says, it 
cannot afford at the moment. 

A large section of the main 
runway was, for more than a 
year, cut off from use by bar¬ 
ricades because the asphalt 
surface had deteriorated. 

However, the main runway 
has been repaired and is now 
in full use. 

Whether the regional board 
will assume resjtonsibility for 
the operation of the busy field 
and the expenses which will 
inevitably have to be incurred 
to upgrade the field, is some¬ 
thing that tiie board ill de¬ 
cide at a meeting in the near 
future. 


Mayor Frank Ney said that 
with the city and area grow¬ 
ing at its present rate, and 
with that growth expected to 
continue for the next many 
years, the field must *be 
operated by a ixidy w’ith 
greater lund-raising ability 
than the city. The mayor said 
it is "only fair" that the city 
not shoulder the whole load. 


since the field senes the en¬ 
tire area from Ladysmith 1o 
Parksville-Qualicum. 

The city has already tried 
unsuccessfully to have the 
Nanaimo Harbour Commis- 
take over the field and, if 
the regional board turns down 
the request, city officials are 
not sure, at this point, what 
steps they will take. 

One thing is certain — the 


field must continue to operate 
and it must be upgraded to 
provide round-the-clock ser¬ 
vice, Ney said. 

In the meantime, the area 
is enjoying the improved air 
service to the 1 mainland, 
which was introduced by both 
companies in addition to ser¬ 
vices provided by float planes 
from downtown Nanaimo to 
downtown Vancouver.

Airmen learn to survive the wet way

COMOX — Ten airmen 
from across Canada went to 
the gallows here this week — 
and it was in the cause of sur¬ 
vival. 

The gallows, located at the 
top of a 65-foot tower at 
HMCS Quadra, ae not medi¬ 
eval techniques of torture, but 
an integral part of a sea sur¬ 
vival course. 

The week-long course now- 
under way is one of about 12 
to be held this year at 
Quadra. It is the only course 
of its kind in Canada. 

Members of the Royal Ca¬ 
nadian Mounted Police, U.S. 
armed forces personnel, 
partment of northern affi 
personnel and Canadian i 
vicemen will be taking 
course. 

They will follow the sa 
procedures as the ten r 
now taking the course. 

After making their way 
the steps to the top of 
tow r er they were fitted wit 
parachute, strung up oh 
gallows and dumped 
ceremoniously into the cl 
water off the Goose Spit do<

and Warrant Officer Joseph 
McMullen, are perched on top 
of the tower checking the men 
and their harness before the 
men are strung on the gal¬ 
lows, swung out over the 
ocean and dropped. 

Stepping backwards off the 
65-foot tower, the men are 
suspended on a cable over the 
water while they go through 
"post-ejection procedures." 

After being released, they 
zip, still travelling back¬ 
wards, down the 200-foot cable 
before hitting the water. The 
splash-down simulates a para¬ 
chute drop. 

The men then swim under a 
nearby parachute canopy. 


Here they learn that there is 
no danger, providing you re¬ 
member all you have been 
taught when pinned under a 
dowued parachute. 

After swimming back to the 
"launching pad" they step 
into a basket and are hauled 
ashore. 

A Canadian Forces skiff near 
the parachute canopy is' 
manned by safety officers 
Hank Seltzer and Morris Hill. 

Another exercise, again 
from the top of the bright, red 
tower, has the men zooming 
down the cable with goggles 
in an exercise to simulate 
night-time conditions. 

This time they swim to a 


life raft, w'hich would drop 
from their disabled aircraft 
and inflate before they actual¬ 
ly hit the water. 

The course, mandatory for 
all ^irmen taking pilot train¬ 
ing, is designed to simulate 
conditions an airman would 
encounter if he fould himself 
forced to evacuate his aircraft 
and plunge into the ocean. 

In addition to the sea sur- 
vivl coprse, the men spend 
three days in Edmonton at¬ 
tending classroom lectures, 
vival course, the men spend 
and eight days in bush sur¬ 
vival exercises at Jprvis Lake, 
a wilderness area near Hin¬

The U.S. defence department 
coached businessmen on the 
need to bribe Middle Fast of¬ 
ficials in order to make sales, 
according to a government 
document disclosed Friday. 

The defence briefing paper, 
sent Iasi July to major aero¬ 
space and electronics trade 
associations, said Middip Fast 
agents are often paid to "in¬ 


fluence” their governments to 
b u y competitive foreign 
goods It sa'id firms which stop 
making influence payments 
often lose sales and contracts. 

"The term 'influenVe' is 
used here rather loosely.” the 
defence paper said. "To be 
more specifir, it can range 
from normal friendships or 
family ties between local 
agent and procuring officer to 


the payment of substantial 
sums of money to individuals 
in high government position*, 
w ith somewhat lesser 
amounts paid to lower echelon 
government officials.” 

II said "influence" can also 
be bought by such techniques 
as offering "rent-free use of a 
villa in France or a flal in 
London along with car and 
servants. 

"Sometimes the gin em¬ 


inent official is a silent 
partner in the business or 
agency completely divorced 
from his normal activities 
from which he receives a fi¬ 
nancial benefit.” 

It said French and British 
industries were "masters” of 
bribery and "generally have 
no compunction to agreeing to 
excessive fees. if. in the final 
analysis, the sale is consum¬ 
mated.”

The group, organized hy 
Victoria lawyer Doug Chris¬ 
tie. met this week for the 
third time, when Colonist col¬ 
umnist. Gorde Hunter was 
keynote speaker. 

Christie denies the group is 
anti-French, saying its only 
concern is to be "pro-Western 
Canada." 

But opposition to bilin¬ 
gualism seemed to be what 
had drawn many of the 
members into its fold; and 
one of the founding principles 
of the committee is the call 
for one official language; En¬ 
glish. 

Bernice Houston, the 
group’s acting secretary, told 
reporters before this week's 
meeting that she had .joined 
the group specifically because 
she opposed bilingualism. 

She also said there was 
"quite a strong feeling 
against bilingualism” among 
the committee’s membership. 

Personally, she said, she’d 
rather speak Spanish than 
French. 

"I do hate having to turn 
soup cans around to see 
what’s in them,” she added. 

Another committee member 
complained about the name 
Team and renaming Trans- 
Canada Airlines Air Canada; 
"That’s not the normal way of 
saying it. That’s French,” he 
snorted. 

Christie, maintaining his 

" w e - a r e-not-anti-French" 
stance to the last, told report¬ 
ers his group was anti-accom¬ 
modation within the confines 
of confederation. 

The committee, he said, 
was for separation: "We don’t 
feel there’s a possibility of a 
better deal.” 

And what did columnist: 
Hunter—traditional conserva¬ 
tive and not known for his 
support of things Liberal (or 
liberal)—have to say to thp 
committee? 

"I’m all for one Cana -g 
da . . . I’d rather have one 
Canada, but we’ve got to have 
an equitable Canada," he 
said. 

The committee did not 
agree.

Honored patient credits his friends 


Norman Lidster couldn't have done it 
without his friends. 

The longtime patient of Mount St. Mary 
received an award this week from the Cana¬ 
dian Rehabilitation Council for the Disabled 
for his efforts to he independent* and to en¬ 
courage others to do the same. 

The 55-year-old man has spent 28 years in 
hospital with declining sight and rheumatoid 
arthritis which eventually paralysed him 
from the waist down. He said "the award is 


a compliment to me but also to my many 
friends that make it possible for me to pur¬ 
sue the activities I enjoy.” 

Lidster wrote onfe book No Time For Why. 
in which he describes how he accepted his 
disabilities and became a contributor to B.C. 
newspapers and magazines. 

He regularly attends Victoria Symphony 
concerts and meetings of the B.C. Historical 
Society, is information officer for The 
Empress Lions Club, and Is a fre¬ 


quent speaker on the disabled. 

Lidster said his inquiring mind makes it 
easier to remain involved. 

"I can live in a world of ideas that satisfy 
me but other disabled are more athletically 
inclined and can’t make the transition as eas¬ 
ily as I could,” he said. 

Lidster said the disabled must nol bp 
afraid to take the?initiative to get involved in 
activities. 

"Once I took Ihe first step, other people 


came around to help," he said. 

Unable to travel to Montreal to accept his 
award, Lidster sent a four-minute taped mes¬ 
sage instead. 

In it he said disabled persons are on the 
threshold of the most exciting productive 
period ever faced by them. 

He said electronic devices and the sensi¬ 
tivity of architects in designing more readily 
accessible building is opening more experi¬ 
ences to them.

While working for the feder¬ 
al health department, he did 
research on nursing home 
care across the country, and 
has served on Science Council 
of Canada and federal-provin¬ 
cial committees studying 
aging. 

The federal-provincial com¬ 
mittee has recommended that 
Canada establish an institute 
of gerontology, and. coinci¬ 
dentally. planning consultant 
Ronald McQueen has pointed 
out to the Capital Region that 
Victoria is a perfect locale for 
just such a research centre. 

In his hospital rale study 
prepared for the commission. 
McQueen said Victoria’s large 
population of older people 
"jwses a fascinating and po¬ 
tentially very worthwhile con¬ 
centration for research. Reac¬ 
tions to treatment of various 
drugs, in relation to dosages 
and follow-up treatment pro¬ 
grams, would be one interest¬ 
ing area of research to com¬ 
pare older people with a 
younger grouping. 

"Rehabilitation programs 
provide an obvious area or 
need. Institutions become con¬ 
stantly filled in the Victoria 
area. There seems no end to 
Ihe requirement for beds of 
various kinds. 

"Other designated pro¬ 
grams must be attempted, 
such as a truly open-ended 
home care plan with suppor¬ 
tive staff and services to en¬ 
able older patients to stay in 
their homes as long as possi¬ 
ble. A further program might 
be a type of day care centre.” 

Clark is very much aware 
of the need for health care al¬ 
ternatives for the elderly. 

His work with the federal 
government has provided him 
with some interesting statis¬ 
tics. For instance, by 1986, 9.8

per cent of Canada's popula¬ 
tion will be over 65, but that 
group will account for 38 wr 
cent of patient days in acflt\ 
care hospitals. 

The problem is tt -it without 
alternatives, the elderly end 
up in hospital for chronic ail¬ 
ments or rehabilitation that 
could hr better treated else¬ 
where. Clark compared treat¬ 
ment for accident victims 
over 65 with lhal for younger 
people. 

Accident victims are ex¬ 
pected to spend about eight 
days in hospital. Clark said. 
But for people over 65. the 
normal stay is about 27 days. 

A general hospital is the 
least efficient place to care 
lor these people, he added. 

Under the pressure of over¬ 
due general hospital planning, 
the commission doesn’t ha\e 
time to consider research pro¬ 
grams at the moment. Clark 
admitted. 

But the society can no 
longer "just forget about old 
people," he said.

Upstairs, Downstairs re¬ 
turns to public television, be¬ 
ginning May 11 at 8:30 p.m. 
on KCTS-9. This Emmy- 
Award-winning series ori¬ 
ginally broadcast in Noveni- 
lier, 1974 deals with the 
changes both aristocrats and 
servants undergo in a rapidly 
changing world. 

These thirteen episodes, 
which will be seen Sundays at 
8:30 p.m. with repeats Fri¬ 
days at 9 p.m., take the Bel¬ 
lamy household from the 
death of King Edward VII to 
the outbreak of World War I. 
As social and class barriers in 
England begin to break down, 
the structuring of the Bellamy 
household comes under in¬ 
tense pressure. The typical 
upper-class family and the 
servants who “know their 
place” are finding it difficult 
to maintain their traditional 
positions. As industrialization 
offers new opportunities to the 
lower classes, and as women 


join tfie i'lh market, 
pie come into the household 
bringing new ideas. And as 
the Victorian morality begins 
to fade, formerly “unheard 
of” scandals take place with 
great frequency. 

The cast reflects the 
changes in the Bellamy 
manor. Lady Marjorie leaves 
the cast after the first episode 
leaving a distraught house¬ 
hold and a lot of trouble for 
her husband.

Youthful Baton 
Leads Concerts 


When Michael Tilson Thom¬ 
as gives the downbeat to the 
orchestra on the New York 
Philharmonic Young People’s 
Concert entitled What Is 
Music? What Ls Noise? to bo 
broadcast Sunday, May 11 
i3:30-4:30 p.m.) on the CBS 
Television Network, tradition 
will continue to be broken. 

Over the past half-century, 
the Young People’s Concerts 
have been helmed by the 
music director of the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra, 
starting with Ernest Schelling 
during the 1923-24 season and 
continuing through Leonard 
Bernstein’s tenure from 1957 
to 1970. But with the latter’s 
resignation as the Philhar¬ 
monic’s music director, and 
the naming of the French con¬ 
ductor Pierre Boulez ns his 
successor, the tradition had of 
necessity to he broken.

aside from his Philharmonic 
stewardship, have precluded 
his handling the added re- 
sjKjnsibility of the Young Peo¬ 
ple's Concerts series, and 
guest conductors among 
them Aaron Copland, Yehudi 
Menuhin and Dean Dixon 
have occupied the j>odium for 
these concerts since Bernstein 
stepped down. Now, Michael 
Tilson Thomas, age 29, a 
"wunderkind” of American 
serious music, writes, con¬ 
ducts and narrates this series 
of award-winning concerts. 

Thomas, who is music 
director of the Buffalo Phil¬ 
harmonic and principal guest 
conductor of the Boston Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra, is, in the 
considered opinion of compos¬ 
er Aaron Copland, “another 
Bernstein he not only has 
the talent hut also the same 
intellectual curiosity, even 
outside of music.” 

The resemblances between 
Thomas and Bernstein are 
striking. Both men are Ameri¬ 
cans. both are brilliant 
pianists, both are highstrung. 
both are intensely enthusi¬ 
astic, and both share a love of 
theater and theatrical ges¬ 
ture. In addition, both were 
the recipients of teaching, 
guidance and sponsorship by 
the leading musicians of their 
times and both made sen¬ 
sational debuts when in their 
mid-20s. 

Maturity and experience 
once were the qualities tradi¬ 
tionally looked for in conduc¬ 
tors of major orchestras. But 
when Bernstein, 25 years old 
at the time, substituted for 
the ailing Bruno Walter with 
‘lie New York Philharmonic 
on a few hours notice and 
electrified the audience at a 
memorable conceit in 1943. 
tradition began to give away

Dinah Shore was a victim of 
mixed emotions one day In 
May, 1974. She won an Emmy 
award from the National Aca¬ 
demy of Television Arts and 
Sciences as the best hostess 
on TV — and three hours 
later was told that her day¬ 
time show on NBC-TY r had 
been cancelled. 

Dinah's Place, officials at 
NBC-TV said, just didn’t fit 
with the daytime lineup of 
quiz shows and soap operas. 
Dinah was replaced-by Name 
That Tune, which has since 
disappeared. 

But some folks in television 
know a winner when tney see 
one. Before Dinah could shed 
a tear over ending a 35-year 
association with the National 
Broadcasting Co., four other 
organizations came up with 
offers. Dinah took the offer 
made by the Television Sta¬ 
tions Division of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System. 

This spring things look a lot 
better for Dinah. Her new 
show, Dinah!, is playing In 70 
of the nation's largest cities. 
Her ratings are good. In Phi¬ 
ladelphia, where she's op¬ 
posite the Philadelphia- 
produced Mike Douglas Show, 
Dinah is his equal in ratings. 

She drew praise from on 
high at the annual meeting of 
CBS Inc. shareholders in April 
in New York. Arthur R. Tay¬ 
lor, president of CBS Inc., 
bragged on the stations divi¬ 
sion, its sales gains and for 
“the new daily talk and vari¬ 
ety series called Dinah!, 
which the division created 
and produced.” 

This is another chapter In 
the seem inly endless saga of 
the polite woman who came 
out of the hills of Tennessee, 
and who has been moving 
from success to success ever 
since.

In New York she acquired a 
new first name..She had used 
Dinah as the opening theme 
on her Nashville radio station 
and sang it when she audi¬ 
tioned for Martin Block in 
New York. He couldn't re¬ 
member her name and called 
her Dinah. She has used the 
name ever since. 

A featured spot on the 
Eddie Cantor radio series es¬ 
tablished Dinah as Radio's 
Mellow-mood Singer, and her 
recording!! began selling. By 
1942 she'd sold over 2 million 
recordings, was being courted 
by Hollywood and was in love 
with a tall Hollywood leading 
man named George Mont¬ 
gomery. They were married 
in December, 1943, and di¬ 
vorced more than 19 years 
later. 

Dinah's second effort at 
marriage was with a Palm 
Spring, Calif., contractor 
named Maurice F. Smith. It 
lasted less than a year. 

She settled in a beautiful 
home in Beverly Hills, about 
a block off Sunset Boulevard, 
and became one of the most 
active woman in show busi¬ 
ness. 

During the first season of 
Dinah’s Place, an actor 
named Burt Reynolds was 
booked as a guest. Very little 
of the tape could be used from 
his visit, since he has a ribald 
sense of humor and was de¬ 
termined to break Dinah’s 
composure. 

They’ve been going steady 
ever since, even if Dinah Is 18 
years older than Burt’s 39 
-years. 

She beats him at tennis, and 
he happily cracks jokes about 
ihe pleasure of having a girl 
“who is a jock." 

Still, station managers 
across the land check re¬ 
search statistics on the faith¬ 
ful women’s audience for 
Dirfeh! and conclude that her 
romance with Burt has made 
her much more fascinating 
than in previous years. 

But Dinah will hardly quali¬ 
fy as a leader of the women's 
liberation movement. “A fe¬ 
male performer in television > 
walks a perilous line." she 
has said. “Being a female 
star, and yet not being a do¬ 
minating woman, Is to walk 
on eggs, for there is nothing 
less attractive than a woman 
who has lost sight of the fact 
that she is first a woman."

Newsman Comments On 
Current U.S. Events 


Walter Cronkite, managing 
editor of the CBS Evening 
News, talks for about seven 
minutes dally on national tele¬ 
vision. He was Interviewed In 
New York by Washington Star 
Staff W r rlter .Allan Frank. 


Question: Do you think that 
television could have changed 
the course of the war in In¬ 
dochina if it had reported the 
war differently? 

Cronkite: Well, if it had not 
reported the war, perhaps. If 
it had failed to do its job, it 
might have had an effect on 
the war in Indochina. The fact 
that the American people saw 
the horror of war, night after 
night, must have had an ef¬ 
fect. I don't see how it could 
have failed to. This was what 
upset the Administrations of 
both Lyndon Johnson and 
Richard Nixon so much was 
that the public was let in on 
the secret of what war is real¬ 
ly like and what we were 
doing out there. It was impos¬ 
sible for them to carry on a 
foreign military policy behind 
the curtain of remoteness 
which cars of the past per¬ 
mitted. 

Q: Certainly that curtain 
isn’t an opaque as it once was 
for the CIA either. What’s 
your reaction to William 
Colby's briefing newsmen on 
the submarine story and then 
urging them not to use the 
material? 

A: That’s £_Very peculiar 
story. It seems rather clear to 
me that one of two things hap¬ 
pened there — and both of 
them involved a kind of po¬ 
litics. Either he had some 
reason to want to get the 
story out or, if he was con¬ 
cerned about it not getting 
out, there must have been an 
internal political reason for it 
more than a real security rea¬ 
son. He just wouldn’t have re¬ 
vealed the facts that he had to 
the members of the press. 

Q: Do you think that the

press should have held the 

story? 

A: No. I don't think that the 
press should have held the 
story. Once a story is abroad 
in the land, once more than 
one person outside of the in¬ 
telligence community or the 
military or whoever knows 
about the story, you can be 
pretty sure so too do the in¬ 
telligence sources of foreign 
nations in Washington. They 
are not stupid. I think it’s per¬ 
fectly possible for one news¬ 
man to really have a story 
unto himself. Maybe he stum¬ 
bled on something that's still 
secret and is of vital national 
security and hold onto it for a 
while, maybe forever. But if 
two newsmen know it, and 
each of them knows that the 
other knows it, you might as 
well print it. If two newsmen 
know it, so does the Russian 
spy network and the Transyl¬ 
vania spy network and every¬ 
body else in Washington. 

Q: Have you ever been 


called by the CIA or the FBI 
and asked to hold a story? 

A: Not recently. There 
were, of course, times during 
World War n when I was an 
active correspondent overseas 
with military forces. That did 
happen many times, particu¬ 
larly during the early days of 
the air war and the naval 
war. We kept things quiet. In 
peacetime, in the early days 

not great political type se¬ 
crets. I haven’t been asked in 
recent times. 

Q: Do you believe that a 
news organization should turn 
in evidence that it receives 
that may be related to crimi¬ 
nal cases? 

A: No question about that, 
absolutely. If any knowledge 
in advance of a crime to be 
committed, yes, no question 
about that. 

Q: If you were able to lo¬ 
cate Patty Hearst, for an ex¬ 
clusive interview, would you 
take it? If you did would you 
then turn her into the police? 

A: I’d like to withhold my 
answer on that 'till after I get 
the interview with Patty 
Hearst. I don’t think in that 
case necessarily that I would 
turn her in. There is a very 
valuable public service to be 
rendered here in an interview 
with Patty Hearst, beyond the 
matter of capturing Patty 
Hearst. It would be too bad if 
the world lost the opportunity 
to find out what really hap¬ 
pened to Patty Hearst, what 
psychological problems she 
had or how she came to politi¬ 
cal decisions. All of this I 
think is a rather important 
part in the history of our 
times and quite important to 
us all. Therefore I think I 
could justify interviewing 
Patty Hearst under pledge of 
secrecy of her locations, 
which would mean* that I 
wouldn’t turn her in.

CBC House Orchestra 
Gets New Conductor 


Boris Brott, musical direc¬ 
tor of the Hamilton Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra and conduc¬ 
tor of the BBC Welsh Orches¬ 
tra, has been appointed prin¬ 
cipal conductor of the CBC 
Winnipeg Orchestra, a major 
house-orchestra of the CBC. 

Described in newspapers in 
Canada and abroad as a one- 
man powerhouse with a zest 
for music, 31-year-old Boris 
Brott has a knack of giving 
new appeal to old favorites. 
«nd popularizing music. His 
unique ability to involve his 
audiences has enhanced his 
reputation for excellent in¬ 
terpretations. 

In 1971, he hosted a 90- 
minute CBC Radio series, 
Brott to You, in which he 
tried to deflate the pomposity 
from serious music, in a 
successful attempt to make 
listeners enjoy the musical 
experience. The London Daily 
Mail says he ftas a "musical 
wisdom far beyond his years, 
with great intellectual capaci¬ 
ties.” 


While taking on his new jkv 
sition, he will retain his posts 
with the Hamilton Philhar¬ 
monic and BBC Welsh 
Orchestra. The CBC Winnipeg 
Orchestra will shift its season 
from winter to two intensive 
sessions in September and In 
May-June. These perform¬ 
ances are heard primarily on 
Canadian Concert Hall, Fri¬ 
days at 2:30 p.m. on CBC-AM, 
and Tuesday at 9 p.m. on 
CBC-FM. 

His appointment is expected 
to bring a whole new direction 
for the CBC Winnipeg Orches¬ 
tra.
